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mies worked on exterior lines, and therefore had longer 
distances to travel. In addition, the Germans had unity 
of command throughout the war.” Continuing, he adds: 
“On the sea the Germans showed their strategic insight 
by attacking the British navy in its most vulnerable 
part, that is, below the water line of ships.” Further, 
“the fact that the German strategy seems to have been 
exceedingly good and the German statesmanship faulty, 
indicates that the strategists of Germany knew their 
task better than the statesmen knew their task.” Of 
the war at sea he says: “At the battle of Jutland, as 
shown conclusively by Admiral Jellicoe’s book, “The 
Grand Fleet,’ the German naval machine proved itself 
to be better than the British, although it was not so 
large.” 

“Does the fact that Germany was beaten prove that 
her system was not so good as that of her opponents?” 
Admiral Fiske asks. “Before we answer this let us 
realize that the wealth and population of Great Britain, 
France and the United States were greater than those 
of Germany, and that Germany seems to have lost 
mainly because of her comparative inferiority in material 
resources (logistics).” Later he says, and he empha- 
sizes his contention with italic type, “Certain it is that 
the World War has proven beyond the possibility of doubt 
that the German army and navy, managed by men trained 
in army and navy work, were more efficient than the 
armies and navies of Great Britain, France and the 
United States, managed by men untrained in such work.” 
This certainly is a strong assertion in view of the re- 
sults afloat at the battle of Falkland, the battle of Jut- 
land, where the German fleet’s efficiency was so great 
that it withdrew before the British fleet and never again 
ventured forth from the protection of the guns of Heligo- 
land to give it battle, and elsewhere; and on land, when 
we remember the results at Verdun, in the Meuse-Ar- 
gonne, on the Marne and on many other bloody fields 
where German “efficiency,” so-called, failed to function 
as its admirers would have us believe. 

There will be many in the military and naval branches 
of the United States service who will differ very decid- 
edly with Admiral Fiske’s contentions, men who are

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Anti-ArrnckArT Units WoRK IN FRANCE. 

American anti-aircraft units, operating in France, 
brought down fifty-nine enemy airplanes. The first plane 
was brought down by the 2d A.A. battery east of Verdun, 
May 18, 1918. This battery also fired the first shot 
against hostile aircraft April 18, 1918. The other fifty- 
eight enemy planes were brought down in the four 
months prior to the signing of the armistice, seventeen 
by five batteries of anti-aircraft artillery and forty-one, 
which were low-flying planes, by two anti- aircraft ma- 
chine gun battalions of four companies each. With the 
exception of the 23d A.A. battery, which had two auto 
cannon, the American anti-aircraft personnel at the front 
served as additional relief with French troops. In a 
few cases the number of French troops was so reduced 
that our personnel took entire charge. Including all bat- 
teries of American. anti-aircraft artillery serving in our 
army areas the average number of shots fired per plane 
brought down was 1,050. This is a much better record 
than any reported by the Allies for their anti-aircraft 
units. American anti-aircraft machine gun battalions 
were sent to our front for the specific purpose of firing 





against low-flying planes. ‘There were seven such bat- 
talions in France at the time of the armistice, three of 
which had completed training. Of these three, two 
reached the front and in a little less than four months, 
with the ninety-six guns assigned to them, brought down 
forty-one hostile planes. On our front there were prob- 
ably 1,500 other anti-aircraft machine guns of a type 
identical with that of the ninety-six used by those two 
anti-aircraft battalions. So far as reported, however, 
only two planes were brought down by these 1,500 guns. 
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ADMIRAL FISKE ON “THE ART OF FIGHTING.” 

The Art of Fighting: Its Evolution and Progress, with 
Illustrations from Campaigns of Great Commanders, by 
Rear Admiral Bradley A. Fiske, U.S.N. (The Century 
Co.: New York). In a preface the author observes that 
“the evils of war are so heart-rending that every friend 
of the human race would greet with joy the coming of 
permanent peace and would aid every movement tending 
to ensure it. Nevertheless, until it is certain that war 
has actually been banished from the earth, armies and 
navies must be maintained. In order to give their coun- 
try the protection needed every army and navy must be 
correctly designed, prepared and operated. To know 
whether this is being done the people need a general 
knowledge of the principles of the art of fighting, espe- 
cially of strategy. ‘To impart this knowledge in simple 
language is the object of this book.” Admiral Fiske 
divides his work in three parts, the first treating of fight- 
ing between individuals, fighting between tribes, gradual 
development of the art of fighting, and its principles; 
the second gives historical illustrations of the methods 
and strategy which prevailed among the great war cap- 
tains of history, beginning with Thutmose III and 
Ramses II, Miltiades and Themistocles, Philip of Mace- 
don and Alexander, his son Cesar, Charlemagne, Wil- 
liam and Marlborough; Frederick, Washington, Nelson, 
Napoleon, Napoleon to Moltke, Moltke, from Moltke to 
Togo, ante bellum and the World War; third, strategy 
in peace, strategy in war and strategy as related to 
statesmanship. 

After 4 yy upon his differences with the Secretary 
of the Navy in 1914, which resulted in his severing his 
active connection with the Navy, Admiral Fiske dis- 
cusses the strategy of the World War, although admit- 
ting that at this time, “when all the facts of the war are 
not yet known, to attempt to do this, or to draw any but 
the most general deductions from it would be more ab- 
surd than to. jomit a detailed account of the operations 
of that war.” In this discussion the reader will note 
with interest what is clearly apparent, that the author 
is strongly impressed with what he believes to have been 
the superior strategy of the German army and navy. 
He says, for instance: “Leaving aside the moral aspects 
of the question, there can be little doubt that the strat- 
egy of the Germans was better than that of the Allies. 
This was, of course, an inevitable result of the fact that 
the Germans had devoted more time and mental effort to 
the work of preparing for the war than the Allies had.” 
He also asserts that “the Germans had designed and 
prepared the better machine, in the sense that it was 
more efficient; but it was not the more powerful, be- 
cause it was the smaller. The clearest indication of 
superior strategy on the part of the Germans is the fact 
that the Germans acted on the offensive for almost the 
whole war. On land the Germans had the advantage of 
what are sometimes called interior lines, while their ene- 
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OPINIONS OF THE NAVY J.A.G. 
Marine Corps Staff Appointments. 


The question being presented as to whether an officer 
of a staff department of the Marine Corps is required to 
undergo examination for appointment to higher grade in 
that department when such appointment is for the term 
of four years only, the Judge Advocate General expressed 
the view, which was approved by the Secretary of the 
Navy, that such examination is not required, because 
such appointments to the upper grades of the staff de- 


partments of the Marine Corps are not regarded as pro- 
motions within the meaning of the act of March 3, 1899, 
Section 20, when such appointments are made, as pro- 
vided by the act of Aug. 29, 1916, for a term of four 
years only, instead of for an indefinite period as was for- 
merly the case. 

Strictly speaking, appointments from a lower grade 
to a higher grade in the same branch of the Service are 
promotions. Nevertheless, in a case of this character, 
the officer appointed to the higher grade retains his per- 
masent position in the lower grade while serving under 
his new commission and upon the termination of his four- 
year term reverts to his permanent status. Examina- 
tions for promotions have always been required by law 
only in the cases of officers permanently leaving their 
present grade to enter a higher grade under a permanent 
appointment thereto. In cases like the present, where 
an officer retains his permanent place in grade, and is 
given an additional appointment for a limited period to 
another place carrying with it higher rank during the 
term of egyeteinens thereto, such, for example, as in 
the cases of appointments of Navy officers to the posi- 
tion of chief of bureau or judge advocate general, it has 
never been customary to require an examination. It 
may be added that the act of Aug. 29, 1916, governing 
appointments to the upper grades in ‘the staff depart- 
ments of the Marine Corps, repeatedly refers thereto as 
“appointments,” and although it requires that such ap- 
pointments be made from the lower grade in ‘the same 
staff department where there is an officer holding a per- 
manent appointment in such lower grade, it nevertheless 
does not use the word “promotion” at any time in con- 
nection therewith. While this is not controlling, it is 
indicative of the fact that Congress did not regard such 
appointments as promotions in the usual sense. 


Status in Temporary Grades. 


The Secretary of the Navy has approved an opinion 
of the Judge Advocate General to the following effect: 
The act of Aug. 29, 1916, does not require that officers 
holding the permanent grade of captain, commander or 
lieutenant commander, be retired on June 30, 1920, be 
cause of ineligibility for promotion on account of the 
ages specified therein, where such officers on said date 
hold temporary commissions in the next higher grade; 
but such officers may continue to serve under their tem- 
porary commissions after said date. Unless otherwise 
directed by Congress, temporary appointments in the 
grades mentioned may legally continue in force “until a 
sufficient number of officers shall be available for regular 
appointment or promotion in accordance with existing 
law,” but “not later than six months after the termina- 
tion of the present war.” Under the act of July 11, 
1919, the age limit for promotion of officers in the per- 
manent grade of commander as prescribed by the act of 
a 20, 1916, does not become effective until June 30, 





With reference to officers in the permanent grade of 
captain or lieutenant commander, holding temporary ap- 
pointments in the next higher grade, such officers are 
just as fully officers in the grade of rear admiral or com- 
commis- 
sioned in those grades, the only difference being one of 
tenure. Hence they may serve under such temporary 
commissions, although beyond the maximum age limits 
prescribed for officers of their permanent grades. Al- 
though the officers mentioned above may continue to 
serve under their temporary appointments notwithstand- 
ing the age limits prescribed in the act of Aug. 29, 1916, 
such officers are not eligible for permanent promotion to 
the grades temporarily held by them except in conformity 
with the statutory provisions governing the permanent 
promotion of other officers. Thus an officer in the per- 
manent grade of captain cannot be promoted to the per- 
manent grade of rear admiral if above the age limit fixed 
by law for such permanent promotion, notwithstanding 
that he may hold a temporary commission in the grade 
of rear admiral. 

In the case of an officer holding a temporary com- 
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mission as Tear admiral or commander becoming ineligi- 
ble for permanent promotion thereto by reason of age on 
June 30, 1920, when the age requirements in the act of 
Aug. 29, 1916, become effective, confirmation by the Sen- 
ate prior to that date would not be necessary, provided 
he had been nominated by the President before June 30, 
1920; if afterwards confirmed he might legally be com- 
missioned. Further than this, the officer might legally 
be nominated after June 30, 1920, provided that he had 
been recommended for promotion by the Selection Board, 
that said recommendation had been approved by the 
President, and that a vacancy existed to which he might 
legally be promoted, all before June 30, 1920. Upon 
such a state of facts he might legally be examined after 
June 30, 1920, and, if found qualified, be nominated, 
confirmed and commissioned, notwithstanding the age re- 
quirements effective on said date. 
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THE OMISSION OF INCREASE IN RETIRED PAY 


Following are further comments on the omission of 
retired officers and enlisted men from the provision for 
increase in Service pay: 

From an editorial in the St. Louis Globe-Democrat: 
“Apparently members of the House and Senate think 
they have discovered a way by which certain persons 
are exempt from the effect of the high prices. If not, it 


is difficult to understand’ why the bill adopted in confer- 
ence should specifically exempt retired officers from the 
provisions for an increase in pay. If a maximum in- 
crease of less than twenty-three per cent. is inadequate 
for persons in civil life, it is still more so for those in 
the’ Army. But, inadequate as it is, it is denied en- 
tirely to retired officers and enlisted men and to all offi- 
cers above the grade of colonel. There is no reason why 
these men should be compelled to live on a pereentage 
of the pay they formerly drew when the pay of the same 
grades in active service is raised. The high cost of liv- 
ing affects them as much as officers in active service. 
If the small increase is not as much as it should be for 
men on the active list, when compared with men in civil 
life, no inerease at all for those on the retired list is a 
great hardship upon the retired men. The economy is a 
small one if the reason for this exclusion is economical. 
With officers leaving the Service in great numbers be- 
cause of financial pressure, this exclusion of the retired 
list must have the effect of continuing dissatisfaction. 
It is calculated to make the officers look ahead and see 
what is before them in their old age if they remain in 
the Service, and decide to take civil employment with 
the hope of providing better then that for it.” 

Frederick C. Lawyer, New York city, writes: “The 
bill specifically excludes officers and men on the retired 
list, despite the evident fact that their necessities are as 
great as, and their means of meeting them less than, 
their fellows on the active list. We read that seven de- 
stroyers and one battleship have just been ordered to 
Mexican waters to protect American lives and interests. 
If, by unselfish devotfon to duty, these officers and men 
are disabled, fall sick or are wounded, so as to unfit 
them for active service they would be penalized for their 
loyalty by being placed on the retired list at pay which 
has. not been increased since the year 1908. Can this 
prospect constitute an incentive to the whole-hearted 
performance by them of their duties regardless of the 
consequences to them and their dependents? Or is it 
hot an inducement to the thoughtful among them to seek 
other fields of service where capability and loyalty are 
recognized and correspondingly rewarded and not penal- 
ized? Congress should recognize, once and for all, that 
this country is proud of its regulars in the Army, Navy 
and Marine Corps and will not approve any action by 
its representatives in Congress which will tend to injus 
tice to them or to the lowering of their morale and a 
consequent deterioration in their capacity for an ade- 
quate performance of their duties. Let Congress there- 
fore retrace its steps and extend the benefit of an in- 
crease of pay to the retired officers and men of the Ser- 
vices, and never again so act as to create the impression 
that the reward of a faithful and loyal servant of this 
country is to be his relegation to the scrap heap and his 
dependents to the poorhouse when, because of sickness, 
wounds or advanced years, his active services are no 
longer available.” 

From a Spanish War veteran: “As to the discrimi- 
nation in the pay of retired officers and enlisted men, 
Congressmen who uphold it play directly into the hands 
of all kinds of agitators, who have no use for the pres- 
ent-day government. It will show the young soldiers 
that they cannot depend on the Government and had 
better stay away from the Army and Navy.” 

From the wife of an N.C.O., retired: “I want to en- 
ter my protest. I am the wife of a retired soldier, an 
Ordnance sergeant, U.S.A. My father served in the 
Mexican War; also in the Civil War, and was severely 
wounded. My husband served nearly forty years in the 
Army on the active list before he was retired—sixteen 
years west of the Mississippi in the 7th Cavalry, Gen- 
eral Custer’s regiment; was badly wounded in one of 
the Indian engagements; served in the Spanish-Ameri- 
can War and applied for service in the late World War, 
but was not taken in on the active list again. I did all 
that a woman could do to help win the war. And now, 
is this our reward? I don’t believe the American people 
will stand for such. It is the most brutal and unmer- 
ited piece of legislation that was ever proposed by any 
Congress. Recently my husband received from the War 
Department a circular letter asking him to assist the 
recruiting officers to get men to enlist by telling them 
the advantages of long service and _ retirement after 
thirty years’ service. But now to tell them the truth 
would be to tell them that they, on retirement, would 
get more pay than he had ever obtained; that the In- 
creased Pay bill would raise their pay but not his.” 

From a lieutenant colonel, U.S.A., retired: “Retired 
Army officers who were on active duty during the late 
war will be disappointed that they are not to be consid- 
ered in the Service Pay bill. Many voluntarily offered 
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their services—in many instances to their financial loss, 
in order that their services might help in the great strug- 
gle. Some retired officers had business in civil life which 
had to be given up when they went back to active duty— 
a business that cannot now be re-established. One officer 
who sold his home when called to active duty, finds on 
his relief from that duty, that this home is now worth 
mere than double the amount he sold it for—a sum 
larger than the difference between his retired and active 
pay for the period of this volunteer service. Many cases 
similar to above could be stated.” 
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U.S. ARMY HORSE SHOWS IN JUNE. 
Kentucky-Army Horse Show. 


What is intended to be the largest horse show in which 
the Army will participate this year is to be held at Louis- 
ville, Ky., on June 24, 25 and 26, when the second Ken- 
tucky-Army horse show will take place at Churchill 
Downs. It is the wish of the officers of the Army inter- 
ested in the event, stationed at Camp Zachary Taylor, 
Ky., to make it as national as possible and it is there- 
fore a matter of gratification to them that so much in- 
terest is being shown in the coming show by civilians 
throughout Kentucky and in neighboring states. This 
assures many excellent entries in the civilian as well as 
in the military classes. These are in direct charge of 
Major C. N. Jones, U.S.A. The schedule of military 
events consists of entries (mules as well as horses) in 
the following classes: Officer’s charger, trooper’s mount, 
Artillery horse in hand, Cavalry remount, battery reel 
eart, battalion reel cart, draft horses, draft mules, pack 
mules, jumping class (officers), jumping class (enlisted 
men), Roman race, slow mule race, mounted wrestling, 
mounted tug-of-war, rescue race, bareback drill exhibi- 
tion, machine gun, ration cart, water cart, rolling kitchen, 
buckboard, escort wagon, competitive drill, exhibition 
drill by Kentucky Guard troops, jumping class (free for 
all), charger contest—three-day event, ee distance 
cross-country ride, exhibition of horse’s schooling, jump- 
ing in show ring over artificial jumps. Jumping (ladies’ 
class), three-gaited horses (ladies’ class), horses in both 
of these events to be Government mounts or privately 
owned mounts of an officer of the Regular Service. The 
values of faults in the jumping classes will be: first re- 
fusal or bolting, deduct 1; second refusal or bolting, » Hr 
third refusal or bolting, out; horse, rider or both falling, 
5; knock down in front, 3; knock down in rear, 2; tip 
in front, 1; tip in rear, 4%. The events composed of 
entries for civilians consist of five-gaited saddle horses, 
jumping (same as first two officers’ classes), Cavalry 
and Artillery sires, driving class, ladies’ and youths’ 
classes. 





Horse Show at West Point. 

The usual round of gala events during graduation 
week at the U.S. Military Academy will this year in- 
clude the second annual horse show, to be held on June 
7 and 8 under the auspices of the West Point Horse 
Show Association for the benefit of the Army Relief So- 
ciety and West Point Relief Fund. The one-day show 


last year was so successful it was decided that because 
of the increased interest two days be allotted to the 
event this year. An attractive entry list, consisting of 
forty classes, has been prepared, the competitions being 
for saddle horses, jumpers, polo mounts, ponies, officers’ 
chargers, Cavalry remounts and Artillery horses. The 
prizes are to be cups or other trophies. Entries are to 
close on May 29 with the Secretary, Capt. A. D. Surles, 
U.S.A., West Point. The show is to be held in the open, 
in an ideal setting, but should it rain the program will 
be carried out in the large riding hall.

New TYPE oF British SUBMARINE. 

The British submarine L-33, of the new type of ocean- 
going craft recently commissioned, has been thoroughly 
tried out and has proved a most satisfactory craft in all 


particulars. She is a powerful craft and embodies great 
improvement over previous vessels of her type, as the 
result of war experience. One noticeable improvement 
is the placing of her gun, which is on a revolving plat- 
form on the conning tower instead of being fitted as in 
earlier ships on the forward deck, which is too low a 
place to work a gun easily except in comparatively fair 
weather. In addition to her gun, L-33 has a battery of 
torpedoes. She is propelled on the surface by a twin set 
of internal combustion oil engines. When submerged 
she is driven by electric motors, the current being ob- 
tained from storage batteries. In every part, of the ship 
the latest machinery and apparatus known in submarine 
service have been installed. The central control room, 
has been admirably planned to ensure the efficient and 
prompt working of the ship in action and at all times. 
A gyroscopic compass connected with several tell-tale 
cards placed in convenient positions is carried. ‘There 
are three periscopes of the latest pattern, and a tele- 
scopic mast immediately abaft of the periscopes carries 
the aerials for wireless rage yg The receiving and 
transmitting cabin is within the central control room, 
and in it are connections with the ship’s hydrophones. 
The ventilation of the ship has been very carefu 
studied, air trunks being led through every compartmem. 
Electric fans in connection with these trunks ensure air 
being kept as fresh as possible in the dynamo and engine- 
rooms as well as in the torpedo room and in other com- 
partments of the ship where there is accommodation for 
sleeping and messing. All cooking on board is done by 
electric ovens and hot plates. The forward hatch of the 
ship gives access to the officers’ quarters, which are 
paneled in polished mahogany. There is a comfortable 
wardroom with sleeping quarters alongside and excel- 
lent accommodation is provided for petty officers and 
crew. We take the above facts from the London Engi- 
neer.

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LAUNDRY FOR WASHINGTON PERSONNEL. 
To be Established at Fort Myer. 

Approval of the War Department has been accorded 
the plans of the Quartermaster General for the estab- 
lishment of a laundry at Fort Myer, Va., to supply a 
free laundry service for the enlisted men at that post, 
and to supply a laundry service by Government utility 
for the officers and enlisted men on duty in Washington. 
The sum of $106,000 has been allocated and the build- 
ings will be erected by the Construction Division, the 
Quartermmaster Corps having sufficient machinery equip- 
ment in stock for the new plant. Work on the building is 
to be started immediately. The salvage plant for the re- 
pair of clothing and footwear, which has been at Camp 
Meigs, in the District of Columbia, is to be moved to 
Fort Myer and installed as a modei show plant where 
visitors may see what is being done to better the outfits 
of the enlisted personnel. The nearest laundry capable 
of handling the great amount of work in Washington and 
vicinity is at Camp A. A. Humphreys, a distance of 
eighteen miles from the capital. With the new plant it 
is proposed to make available a regular and adequate 
service for all military organizations im and near the 
District of Columbia. That it will be more economical 
is shown by an estimated financial analysis of operations 
at the Fort Myer plant, which shows, on the basis of 
2.651 officers, a commercial price of $33,564 a month, 
and a Government list price of $16,780, a net saving to 
these officers of $16,780 and a profit to the Government 
of $3,356 a month. It is assumed that fifty per cent. of 
the 2,651 officers on duty in Washington are single and 
fifty per cent. married. The average bundle for a single 
officer sent to a commercial laundry at lowest commer- 
cial price is $2.16 a week, or $8.72 every four weeks. 
Allowing for seasonable variations, $1.25 is assumed as 
an absolute minimum weekly cost. The average bundle 
for a married officer with wife and two children is fig- 
ured at $10.45 a week, or $41.80 every four weeks. Tak- 
ing into account all variations, the absolute minimum 
is figured at $5 a week, or $20 every four weeks. Com- 
puting on this basis the commercial cost a month to 2,651 
officers gives $33,564. The Government prices are reck- 
oned at fifty per cent. less than commercial, therefore 
the officers on duty in Washington would in the aggre- 
gate save $16,780 and the Government laundry make a 
profit of $3,356. Estimating on 5,000 enlisted men, the 
commercial laundries are now getting $38,400 a month, 
which the Government list price would reduce to $12,400, 
giving a net saving of $26,000 a month. 

When the Salvage Division of the Quartermaster Corps 
began estimating on laundry for the Walter Reed Gen- 
eral Hospital its computations were based on the actual 
bills rendered by commercial plants. These computa- 
tations show that for the nurses at this Army hospital 
the Surgeon General's Department has been paying ap- 
proximately $2,045 a month for $1,190 worth of work at 
Government list price. The Government producing cost 
for this work is estimated at $760, so that on work for 
the nurses alone at this hospital the Government would 
save $1,285 a month. The hospital laundry bill has been 
about $7.315 a month for work the Government lists at 
$3,275 at a producing cost of $2,183, so that the Fort 
Myer laundry will save $5,131 a month on this hospital 
item to the Government. Even on office towels the sav- 
ing would be $200 a month. Until the new plant is 
ready the portable plant at Camp Meigs, which post is 
being amandoned, will be moved to Fort Myer to do the 
work of which it is capable until the new plant is ready. 

It is likely that as an outcome this new plan a 
laundry school may be instituted at Fort Myer to in- 
struct enlisted men in the administrative and executive 
duties of laundry superintendents together with opera- 
tives for small posts and mobile units. Commercial 
plants, it has been found, invariably seek and secure the 
services of men who have made good in Government laun- 
dries at more than double their Government pay, so that 
a serious condition confronts the Service in the impossi- 
bility of retaining efficient superintendents. The school 
plan would afford a military executive force in every 
plant and would eliminate the trouble experienced in los- 
ing qualified superintendents to commercial laundries. 

Army Laundry Operation. 

The Quartermaster General announces that during the 
month of March 4,854,891 pieces of clothing, etc., were 
laundered in Government owned and operated laundries 
at a total operating cost, including the military and 
civilian pay roll, supplies, overhead and incidental ex- 


ment for this work amounted to $173,902, resulting in 
an estimated profit of $47,084. The average cost of op- 
erations was $26.12 per thousand pieces. In addition to 
this saving the sale for waste materials alone for the 
week ended May 8 amounted to $130,497.44. The Sal- 
vage Division, Office Quartermaster General, has imme- 
diate charge of this work. 


THE FIT OF THE UNIFORM. 


The Quartermaster Corps is not only making a special 
effort to see that recruits are properly fitted with uni- 
form, but is expending a considerable amount of money 
for that sole purpose. Noting recent criticisms by a cor- 
respondent of the fit of the uniform an officer of the Q. 
M. Corps writes: “While it is true that considerable 
difficulty has been experienced in providing supply offi- 
cers with clothing properly sized, due in a large measure 
to the faet that the present-day recruit is of a much 
smaller stature than formerly, those difficulties are slowly 
but surely being overcome, and it is anticipated that 
within the course of the next sixty days, through the 
completion of contracts and the carrying out of other 
pending plans, the present complaints in respect to the 
matter in question will have been eliminated. No stone 
is being left unturned to fulfill the obligation resting 
upon the Quartermaster Corps in this all important 
matter.” 

The results of a scientific study of the question of the 
fitting of uniforms are noted in an article on another 
page. Of interest in this connection also is a notice and 
eircular letter from the oftice of the Quartermaster Gen- 
eral, Director of Purchase and Storage (No. 82, under 
date of April 17, 1920), which reached every supply offi- 
cer within the continental limits of the United States, 
and which also indicates the effort being exercised to 
provide clothing of presentable appearance. It says: 

Salvage Division and the Uniform. 

Purchase and Storage Notice No. 82. 

Subject: Functions of the Salvage Division. 

1. In connection with the above subject, it is desired tw 
emphasize one of the most important functions of the Salvage 
Division at the present time, which concerns the altering and 
fitting as well as the repair and cleaning of clothing for en- 
listed men. 

2. This particular activity has a special significance, due to 
the large number of recruits that are being received. It is 
especially desirable to see that such recruits are not only pro- 
vided with a new uniform but that the same is altered and 
made to fit the individual when necessary. The Salvage Divi- 
sion, through its clothing repair facilities, is in a position 
to materially assist along the lines mentioned, and it is desired 
that every supply officer impress upon the authorities at their 
respective stations the facilities that are available in the Salvage 
Division to take care of this all-important matter at the present 
time; namely, the properly fitting, altering, repairing and -clean- 
ing of the enlisted man’s clothing, especially the recruit. 

3. In the case of zone supply officers it is desired that they 
get in touch with the commanding officers of all recruiting sta- 
tions in their zones and inquire if proper facilities are being 
provided for the altering, fitting and repairing of clothing of 
recruits as well as those enlisted men on recruiting duty. 
Wherever it is possible to do so, this service will be extended 
to recruiting officers, either through a nearby camp, post o 
base repair plant, or, if it becomes necessary, arrangement 
will be made to accomplish the work under contract. Zone 
supply officers, through their salvage officers, will take prompt 
action in this respect and report to this office with as little 
delay as possible, furnishing at the same time their recommenda 
tions and such other comments and remarks as may be found 
pertinent. 

4. In connection with the foregoing, attention is invited to 
Circular No. 113, War Dept., March 22, 1920, quoting a letter 
from the Secretary of War, entitled “Education of the People 
to the New Army.” It is in line with the recitals contained 
in this cireular, that the Salvage Division, in carrying out 
its purpose and intent, must utilize its functions to the utmost 
to the end that every facility in the way of repair, renovation, 
alteration and fitting of clothing is made available. 

5. This letter has been distributed to every military station 
throughout the country and it is desired that it be carefully 
read and closely followed. 

6. The above instructions are supplementary to those con- 
tained in Circular Letter No. 10, dated March 26, 1920, copy 
of which is appended hereto.

In an earlier circular on the subject of the functions 
of the Salvage Division, No. 10 of March 26, 1920, Col. 
A. B. Warfield, Q.M.C., Ghief of the Salvage Division, 
called special attention to the fact that the principal ac- 
tivities of the Salvage Division, in respect to the func- 
tion of reclamation, comprise the repair of government 
issued clothing, including shoes and hats, the laundering 
or dry cleaning thereof, and the current upkeep, mainte- 
nance and repair of equipment such as cots, tents, har- 
ness and property of a similar nature.

COMPTROLLER’S DECISIONS. 
Retired Officer's Leave and Pay. 


A retired Navy officer who was on active duty for 
about two years without having taken any leave, other 
than sick leave, applied for sixty days leave deemed to 
have accumulated to his credit, his request being denied. 
Subsequently he was detached from duty, directed to 
proceed to his home and on arrival there to regard him- 
self as relieved from all active duty. The officer made 
a claim for active pay and allowances for two months 
subsequent to being relieved from active duty since he 
had been entitled to two months’ accumulated leave for 
which he had applied but which was not granted. In 
confirming the Auditor’s disallowance of the claim the 
Comptroller states: “An officer has no vested right to 
leave. For such leave as is granted he is allowed full 
pay. The provision of Sec. 1265, Revised Statutes, 
grants pay for leave when the officer is ‘lawfully’ absent, 
and provides for forfeiture of pay when absent without 
leave. If in the discretion of the Secretary of the Navy 
no leave is gra , there can be no ‘lawful’ absence, and 
therefore the grant of full pay would not apply.” 

Advancement of Retired Officers. 

The Auditor for the War Department submitted for 
approval, disapproval or modification his decision con- 
struing the last proviso of Sec. 24 of the National De- 
fense Act (relating to pay of retired officers on active 
duty and advancement in yt) as amended by Sec. 4, 
Chap. XVII of the act of July 9, 1918, which substi- 
tuted the word “colonel” for the word “major” in the 
National Defense Act proviso referred to above. The 
Auditor stated the question presented for consideration 
is: “Does the announcement in orders of the advance- 
ment of a retired officer on active duty to a higher grade 
on the retired list under the provisions of the law require 
acceptance and upon what date does the advancement 
become effective?” He then cites the case before him of 
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a retired officer on active duty who was temporarily ad- 
vanced to rank of lieutenant colonel on tue retired list 
on Sept. 11, 1919, effective from July 9, 1918. There is 
no record of the officer having accepted the appointment 
and he died Sept. 29, 1919. The Auditor’s decision was 
that “the non-acceptance by the officer did not defeat his 
rights under the law, and that he acquired the grade of 
lieutenant colonel and was entitled to the pay and allow- 
ances thereof on active duty from July 9, 1918, to the 
day of his death.” The Comptroller, however, shows 
that the temporary appointment of the officer as lieuten- 
ant colonel was an appointment by selection, not promo- 
tion by seniority, and could not authorize payment of 
the pay or allowances of that grade for any time prior 
to the date of acceptance of the appointment. Since the 
officer was on active duty on Sept. 11, 1919 (the date of 
the issuance of the temporary appointment as lieutenant 
colonel) there would seem to be lawfully payable in his 


.case upon the facts appearing the pay and allowances of 


a lieutenant colonel on the active list from Sept. 11 to 
29, 1919. 
Rations for R.O.T.C. Members. 

Actual and necessary traveling expenses, limited by 
regulations, may be paid in reimbursement for subsist- 
ence to members of the R.O.T.C. while traveling to and 
from camps of instruction. Where it is possible to issue 
to such members rations in kind they would have no op- 
tion to refuse them and therefore claim reimbursement 
of actual traveling expenses. 

Sea Duty and the Coast Guard. ‘ 


In refusing to authorize the payment of vouchers for 
commutation of quarters, heat and light for dependents 
of a keeper in the U.S. Coast Guard while he was on 
duty at a station in Dorchester Bay, Mass., the Comp- 
troller takes the claim as an occasion for defining what 
is sea duty for the Coast Guard. The keeper in ques- 
tion was stationed on “a large houseboat anchored about 
one-half mile from land and it is apparent that said sta- 
tion is not a vessel in commission.” Sec. 1571, the 
Comptroller points out, specifically provides that “no 
service shall be regarded as sea service except such as 
shall be performed at sea.” He adds: “While this stat- 
ute refers to service in the Navy, the intent of Congress 
is so sufficiently clear that I consider it may be made the 
basis of a rule to apply to the Coast Guard.” 

Expenses of Cruiser Force Staff. 

Under authority of an order issued by the Secretary 
of the Navy in February, 1918, a pay inspector of the 
Navy paid the sum of $1,431.40 in reimbursements to 
the Cruiser Force commander and staff for expenses in- 
curred by them for hire of quarters in New York owing 
to the departure of the flagship U.S.S. Seattle to distant 
duty. The Secretary stated in his order that the pay 
officer having the accounts of these officers “is hereby 
authorized to reimburse such of them who are compelled 
to live on shore for the expenses incurred by them for 
quarters, heat and light, not to exceed the authorized 
allowance, in accordance with the Comptroller’s decision 
of Nov. 22, 1911.” In revising the action of the Auditor, 
who claimed “to have inadvertently allowed” payment 
of the vouchers representing the above-mentioned sum, 
the Comptroller disallows the claims on the ground that 
the decision of Nov. 22, 1911, “had application and ruled 
upon a condition which was held to be an emergency for 
which an extraordinary expense connected with the Navy 
arose, in that officers on duty on a ship in a foreign port 
were required to vacate their quarters during a period 
of repairs of their ship. The facts in the present case 
arose from conditions which were but incident 
to war. When the Navy Department co-ordinates a 
fleet such as the Cruiser Force, Atlantic Fleet, and puts 
an officer in command attended by a staff, but does not 
contemplate that said officers shall cruise with the fleet. 
but that the ships of said fleet shall operate singly, an 
emergency shall not be considered as arising because of 
the fact that a ship on which the force commander has 
raised his pennant and on which he and the officers of 
his staff are quartered and mess is assigned to some duty 
away from the headquarters port so that the commander 
and the officers of his staff must shift their quarters else- 
where. Furthermore, since the decision of Noy. 22, 1911, 
was promulgated this office has repeatedly held that there 
is no authority to pay an officer on sea duty for quar- 
ters occupied on shore under a claim that there are no 
ete available either on board a vessel or on 
shore. 
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BUILDING UNIFORMS TO FIT THE MAN. 
Results of Measurements Study. 

On July 27, 1919, the Secretary of War directed that 
the measurements of 100,000 soldiers be taken at vari- 
ous camps and stations in the United States for the pur- 
pose of constructing manikins of various sizes to insure 
better fitting uniforms for the enlisted men of the United 
States Army. Expert anthropologists were sent to super- 


vise the measuring of the requisite number of men. The 

United States was divided into eleven zones and measure- 
ments made at these camps and stations:

The work was done as directed and the result of the 
study, it is stated, will be the best clothed army in the 
world. What has been done is this: “The finding of the 
man and building his uniform around him, instead of 
building the clothes eventually to find the man _ they 
might fit.” The inception of the idea belongs to Dr. 
Charles B. Davenport, of the Carnegie Institute, who had 
made a study of man’s stature for more than twenty 
years. The utilizing of the idea for the purpose of cloth- 
ing the Army satisfactorily must be credited to Col. Ed- 
ward L. Munson, Med. Corps, U.S.A., Chief of the Morale 
Branch, General Staff, and inventor of the Munson last 
for Army shoes. The scientist was interested primarily 
in the facilities the Army presented for the study of 
stature, and the request to make the study was disap- 
proved. On consulting with Army officers, among them 
Colonel Munson, it was pointed out that the study must 
have some utility for the Army. This coupled with gen- 
eral complaints about the uniform, just then emphasized 
in the answers to a questionnaire which had been sent 
out to enlisted men, resulted in consideration of adjust- 
ing the study to the production of better uniforms, and 
when this had been worked out, had been endorsed by 
the Quartermaster General and the Surgeon General, and 
presented to the Secretary of War, it was approved and 
the order of July 27, 1919, was issued. 

Evolving the Manikins. 

The plan illustrated so aptly the fact that the existing 
sizes of uniforms took no account of the lengtn of trunk 
and the length of legs and the well defined physical char- 
acteristics of the different races represented in the Army, 
that the matter was taken up with enthusiasm. It pre- 
sented two propositions : One, to determine what were the 
characteristics of the average man, and two, where did 
the man live. The measurements were made under the di- 
rection of the Surgeon General, who engaged a corps of 
civilian experts. The men measured had seen more than 
three months’ service. The examinations were correlated to 
the density of populations and the men arranged in nine 
groups, three of these comprising the smallest sizes, and 
the six others subdivided into three groups each, repre- 
senting the long, medium and short sizes in these groups. 
From these groups and subdivisions twenty-one maniking 





were evolved, to which the uniforms will be fitted. In 
consequence twenty-one different sizes of uniform will in 
the near future be available to the Army. 

In the measurements the fact was disclosed that 
stature is pretty much a matter of locality. For ex- 
ample, the three largest groups show a general average 
of measurements for trunk, legs, arms and circumference 
of chest represented by the figure 426. The ratio of 
these measurements throughout the eleven zones proves 
that the largest men in the United States live in Zone 
11, embracing the states of North and South Dakota, 
Utah, Colorado and Wyoming. The smallest men live in 
Zone 8, embracing Kansas, Missouri, Arkansas and Ok- 
lahoma. The comparison by zones follows:

The work of measurement took more than two months 
aud brought into the hands of the Surgeon General a 
wealth of statistical material, which will be useful in 
other important matters relating #6 the Army. Like 
every new basic thing, the plan met opposition, but its 
evolution has won strong endorsement and it is predicted 
that it will revolutionize the methods of manufacturing 
ready-made clothing for civilian use. As the Army, 
through Colonel Munson’s studies, evolved the scientific 
fitting of the human foot, so it is predicted the Army 
will have done a similar service in the scientific cloth- 
ing of the body. When the present Army uniform pat- 
terns were evolved some years ago, by measuring 2,500 
men at a single post, the Quartermaster Department was 
on the right track; but that plan did not take into con- 
sideration the constant changing of populations. In this 
new method of building uniforms the Army will be doing 
the basic work toward bettering another great industry 
of the country, as it did for the shoe industry, and will 
have evolved data worth millions of dollars to the ¢cloth- 
ing manufacturers of the country. The work has re- 
quired upwards of three million entries on systematized 
cards. 

When the manikins have been completed and the initial 
patterns for the twenty-one sizes of uniforms approved, 
which will be within a few months, then the Army will 
begin to be clothed in a uniform above criticism, and the 
thin, medium and stout soldier, no matter what his 
height, may look at himself in a full length mirror and 
feel content that he is at last the figure of a soldier. And 
in the Quartermaster Corps there should be content- 
ment over the absence of criticism, for the big fellows of 
Zone 11, and the little fellows of other zones, will be 
fitted as though by the most expert military tailor. The 
saving of money in transporting of clothing and the 
keeping of a large stock of all sizes of uniforms on hand 
in all the zones, will also be cause for gratification. The 
War Department has also taken steps to find the rela- 
tive sizes in existing clothing in each company of men, 
to aid in getting to each unit just what it requires when 
the new issue on the scientific measurement system goes 
forward. Before the year is out, therefore, the old plan 
of fitting an enlisted man by taking the measurement of 
his neck, chest, sleeve and leg, will have gone never to 
be revived. 





Favors Navy BUREAU FOR AVIATION. 

Before the sub-committee on aviation of the House 
Committee on Naval Affairs, May 17, the Secretary of 
the Navy placed himself on record as favoring the crea- 
tion of a Bureau of Aeronautics for the Navy, the new 
bureau to become operative, if possible, by July 1, 1920. 
Secretary Daniels declared he was in sympathy with the 
principle of a new bureau as outlined in the first three 
sections of bill H.R. 13648, which is sponsored by Rep- 
resentative Hicks, chairman of the aviation sub-commit- 
tee. and who conducted the hearing. Owing to the com- 
plication which might ensue, the Secretary stated that 
he was inclined to look with disfavor on the creation of 
a Naval Air Corps at this time. In advocating the new 
bureau the Secretary said: “Aviation has led some naval 
officers to believe that aviation will be a controlling 
factor in the next war, if we should have another, and 
I hope not. We might organize a Bureau of Aecronau- 
tics. It should be on the same plane as other naval bu- 
reaus. The essential need at once is the creation of 
such a bureau. The wisest policy to enact is contained 
in the first three sections of the bill H.R. 13648. I 
do not favor the creation of a new Air Corps and advise 
against it, because it would be unwise to do so now. Let 
us start the bureau by July 1. If confined to that I be- 
lieve we can get favorable legislation. Then in the fall 
we can take up conferences and determine a policy.” By 
that time, said the Secretary, there will be more prac- 
tical data before the Navy Department. He advocated 
that the bureau be given the authority to assign officers. 
He contended that present legislation was sufficient to 
continue and control Navy aviation, except that “it is 
advisable to create a Bureau of Aeronautics, where 
nothing will be discussed but aeronautics.” Secretary 
Daniels said that aviation is strictly a young man’s duty 
and provided an air corps was created it would be some- 
what difficult to determine what to do with aviators once 
they became too old too fly. Concerning a head for the 
new bureau the Secretary concurred with Chairman 
Hicks’s view that “he might be the best man in either 


the Navy or the Marine Corps.’ The Office of Opera- 
tions also informed Mr. Hicks that the Secretary should 
have the authority, if he has not now, to detail officers 
to flying. Representative Hicks stated he proposed to 
provide legislation for the creation of the new bureau if 
it is possible at this session. 


= 
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FAVORITE COURSES IN ARMY TRAINING SCHOOLS. 

The War Plans Division of the General Staff of the 
Army has worked out a tabulation of the subjects taught 
in Army educational and vocational training classes as of 
the end of February, 1920. There were at this time 
29,265 men enrolled in 172 different courses. Of these 
students, 28,381 were taking 122 courses in classes rang- 
ing in size from one to eighty-four. Apparently the 
greatest interest, or at least the greatest attendance, is 
found in, the English classes, conducted at eighty-five 
different posts and studied by 2.506 men. Next in in- 
terest comes arithmetic, while spelling and automobile 
repairing vie with each other for third place. Penman- 
ship, auto driving, truck driving, history, typing and 
geography are all popular subjects. The trades studied, 
in which only a few men appear to be interested, are: 
Gunsmith mechanic, one; linotyper and lithographer, two 
each; embalmer, five; locomotive engineer, four; sales- 
man, one. Practically everything in the line of general 
science, languages and professional subjects is being 
taught. The courses literally run from agronomy to X-ray 
operator. No subjects beginning with Y or Z are in- 
cluded. The whole course and the interest dispalycd is 
indicative of the efforts of the Army to teach men pro- 
fessions and trades which will fit them to be better citi- 
zens when discharged. 








HEALTH OF THE TROOPS. 

Health conditions among troops in the United States 
are excellent, according to reports received in the office 
of the Surgeon General of the Army for the week ending 
May 7. ‘The admission and non-effective rates show a 
slight decline from the unusually low rates of last week. 
Sporadie cases of epidemic diseases continue to be re- 
ported from the camps receiving large numbers of re- 
cruits. Camp Grant, with thirteen new cases of measles, 
heads the list of camps reporting admissions for this dis- 
ease. Fort Oglethorpe, a recruit depot post, also re- 
ports ten admissions of measles, Camp Humphreys eight 
and Camp Pike four. Camps Devens and Taylor, Jefferson 
Barracks and the Central Department each report one 
new case of pneumonia. Camp Pike reports five new 
cases of malaria and Camp Lee two. Camp Funston, 
Camp Taylor and Raritan Arsenal each report one new 
case of scarlet fever. The death rate for disease, 3.0, is 
considerably lower than last week, 5.1. There were ten 
deaths from disease, six of which were caused by com- 
municable diseases, five dying of tuberculosis and one of 
pneumonia.

No More ArMy UNIFORMS FOR WELFARE WORKERS. 

The Secretary of War has directed that the Director 
General, American Red Cross, be informed as follows: 
The War Department believes that the period has passed 
where there is any necessity for the wearing of the U.S. 
Army uniform or for the use of military titles of their 
assimilated rank by members of the American Red Cross, 
and the Director General is requested to direct them to 
discontinue the wearing of the U.S. Army uniform and 
the use of the military title of their assimilated rank. In 
addition the Secretary of War has sent a similar letter 
to the Young Men’s Christian Association; Young Wom- 
en's Christian Association; National Catholic War Coun- 
ceil; Knights of Columbus; Jewish Welfare Board; 
American Library Association and Salvation Army. It 
reads: “The War Department believes that the period 
has passed when there is any necessity for the wearing 
of the U.S. Army uniform by members of your organiza- 
tion and you are requested to direct them to discontinue 
the wearing of the U.S. Army uniform. The department 
wishes to express its appreciation of the humane work 
done for the U.S. Army by your organization during the 
World War.” 
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OFFICERS OF ARMY IN EMERGENCY RANK. 


Regular Army officers still holding emergency rank 
numbered 1,721 on May 13. As there were 7,969 officers 
holding advanced rank at the armistice, there have been 
6.248 demotions since Nov. 11, 1918. Since March 15, 
1920, there have been 792 demotions. In this connection 
it is interesting to note that 140 officers resigned between 
March 17 and May 12, demonstrating that heavy demo- 
tions did not cause the rush of resignations that had 
been expected, for the average for eighteen months has 
been about 139 resignations a month, whereas in the last 
two months the average have been about seventy. The 
prospects of pay increase may, however, have been & 
factor of importance.

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NAVY'S CONDUCT OF THE WAR INQUIRY. 
CONTINUATION OF SECRETARY DANIELS'S STATEMENT. 
Charmes “Reckless Disregaré of Pacts. s 

In his testimony in the investigation of the’ Navy's 
conduct of the war on May 14, Secretary of the Navy. 
Daniels declared that Admiral Sims’s serious charges 
lacked foundation, The Secretary said , ‘that Admiral 
Sims charged “that due to the shortcomings of the U.S. 
Navy there wasan unnecessary loss, of two angd-:one-half 
million tens of ship ping resulting in pestponing the end 
of the war, ‘at I¢ast four monthis."”’ Admiral Sims, ‘also 
testified, said the Secreiary,. thus: “The average loss of 
life per day te the Allies during the war, was 3,000 men, 
This prolongation of the war, therefore, cost half a mil-:

the figure which would haye been arrived at by correct 
arithmetic.” Stating that there was no delay in troop 
tramsportation, the Neeretary said that “my understand 
ing is thet, breadly speaking, there was always tonnage 
to carry men, munitions and supplies as fast as they 
could be landed and forwarded to the front in France, 
and that only by extreme exertions was this done when 
the rush. ef troops came in April. Even had the Allies 
beem willing te release the mecessary tonnage earlier, the 
port and inland transpertation facilities (overseas) would 
net have warranted our sending many more soldiers to 
I'ranee before March 1, 1918. As a BF ag of fact, 
American Army materially med the war. It got 
to the front as soon as it was humanly possible. not by 
chance but as a result ef careful plans involving complete 
co-operation between the Army and Navy, and which 
was Ang ane earried out.” 

Fhe Secretary submitted Field Marshal Sir Douglas 
Haig’s report as regards the length of the war. It was 
made by Field Marshal Haig on April 8, 1919, and was 
entered into the records. “I am completely at a loss to 
understand,” said the Secretary, “how any man of Ad- 
miral Sims's ability eould seriously put ferward such 
buseless charges.” Centinuing, he declared that “the dis- 
tinguished officers, who had charge of our most important 
activities during the war, have indignantly repudiated 
Admiral Sims’s charges that the Navy Department, by 
alleged uppreparedness and delays, prolonged the war 
four months.” Admiral Sims’s recommendations were 
submitted to the committce by the Secretary and accepted 
for the reeords. He further said: “Sims's own reports 
disprove utterly his charge that ‘the destroyers were 
rushed through brief and inadequate preparation.’” A 
statement on target practice before the World War was 
liled by the Seeretary, who added that “Sims and. Pinn- 
kett testified in the affirmative as to hitting and —— 
gunnery im the Navy.”

Mr. Daniels testified that ‘ ‘every head of bureau and 
office to the extent of appropriations made by Congress 
obeyed these directions, and the Navy, therefore, exer- 
cised all the foresight and preparedness that was--pes- 
sible before we entered the war. Any statement to the 
contrary has been shown te be unfounded by the state- 
ments of Admirals Badger, Benson, Mayo, Fletcher, Rod- 
man, Wilson, Niblack, Straus, McKean and Captain 
Pratt, officers in the most . responsible position.”

During President Roosevelt's four years, 1904-1908, when 
the world began to build dread@noughts, the United States au- 
thorized six capital ships, the German program authorized 
thirteen, inclading 4 cruisers, leaving us a deficiency of 
seven. In President Taft's first two years we authorized four 
eapital ships, the German program authorized seven, leaving 
us @ deficiency of three. aking the six years together, we 
authorized ten capital ships to Germany's twenty. 
Whatever lack of preparedness this eountry felt was not due 
to any one President, to any one party, or to any one Congress. 
In this country publie. epinion is the only king, and public 
opinion did not demand large appropriations for a big Navy. 

The present administration, Mr. Daniels said, took 
steps to secure for the United States that position this 
country had lost during previous administrations by rea- 
son of the policy which prevailed in those years. As re 
gards battle cruisers, the General Board in its first twe 
reports submitted under the present administration did 
not recommend their construction. It recommended them 
in 1916 and steps were taken to provide fer them. The 
board did recommend two battle cruisers in 1912, but 
the Seeretary of the Navy, Mr. Meyer, did not provide 
for them im his estimates. 

In the first three years of the present administratien, 
Mr. Daniels continued, “the Navy became better organ- 
ized, better officered, better manned, and better supplied 
with ammuzition, and more efficiently and economical 
administered than ever before im its history. Every 
branch of the Service was improved and the ization 
of the Navy Department and the Atlantic and other 
fleets a te the pan state of 

Mr. ls quoted testimony before the House Naval 
Affairs ._-— > in 1916, by Admiral (then Capt.) 
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J. S. McKean, Assistant for Matériel, who said: “We 
have made. more real progress in the last two years than 
in any previous five-year period in my experience in the 
Navy. I don’t think that I have ever known a time 
whien everybody in the Service, from top to bottom, was 
working as hard with their heads and their hands to pre- 
pare the fieet for active service.” Admiral Ben- 
son, Chief of Naval Operations, who said: “Co-operation 
between the various bureaus and offices of the depart- 
ment with the Office of the Chief of Naval Operations 
has been most cordial and complete, and the practical re- 
sult has been all that could be desired.” 

Admiral Dewey had this to say: “Our own General 
Board is, I think, the best general staff in the world.” 
Rear Admiral Knight, then president of the: War Col- 
lege, testified that “Secretary Daniels has done more for 
the War College than any of his predecessors.” 

Mr. Daniels said further that shortage of enlisted men, 
like the shortage of officers, was attributable to condi- 
tions inherited from previous administrations, and was 
too great to be overcome entirely in any three years of 
peace. The authorized strength of the Navy was far be- 
low the number that would have been required, and in 
the sixteen years preceding none of the administrations 
in power had made any provision for a reserve with which 
to fill the gap. At no time since the Spanish-American 
War had there been in the Navy enough men to man all 
vessels for war; and not until the present administra- 
tion were there enough men to man properly the ships on 
a peace basis. For years we had built ships without 
authorizing the men to man them. 


Records of Previous Secretaries. 


Secretary Daniels reviewed thé development of the 
Navy during the last several years, contrasting the in- 
creases in commissioned and enlisted personnel and the 
appropriations for the conduct and operation of naval 
affairs. “The Navy was short of officers in 1916, be- 
cause six, eight and ten years previously there were not 
sufficient midshipmen appointed to the Naval Academy,” 
he said. Sweeping developments were made in every 
branch of the Navy, and he declared when the present ad- 
ministration undertook the regeneration of the Navy, “it 
was found that there was no mining division and that 
there were few mines . . . and there was a shortage 
in torpedoes.” He declared that “for years the manufac- 
turers of armor plate had been charging the American 
people excessive prices for armor plate. All three com- 
panies manufacturing armor plate offered bids of identi- 
cally the same price. Such bids were not accepted and 
more than $1,100,000 was saved on three ships by insist- 
ing upon more competition, but this large saving still left 
the price far above a reasonable sum.” ‘To remedy this 
$11,000,000 was appropriated to build a Government 
armor plate factory. Secretary Daniels reviewed the op- 
portunities offered the enlisted men in the Service. 

“Since some of the witnesses,” he said, “went into 
matters in connection with the Navy prior to my in- 
cumbency,” he wished to present a statement that ap- 
peared in his annual report of 1915, showing the recom- 
mendations of the General Board, recommendations by 
the Secretaries of the Navy Moody, Morton, Bonaparte, 
Metcalf, Meyer and Daniels and the action by Congress 
on building programs from 1903 to and inclusive of 1914. 
Continuing Mr. Daniels discussed the problem of “the 
building program after the war,” and said: “What shall 
be the building program of the immediate future for our 
Navy? ‘That is a pertinent inquiry in view of the gen- 
eral question of preparedness that has been brought out 
in testimony before your committee. The answer to that 
question was set forth by me in my hearing before the 
House Committee on Naval Affairs, March 6, 1920.” 
The Secretary submitted his March 6 hearing, which was 
printed in our issue of March 13, 1920, page 843. 


Against “Prussianizing” the Navy. 


In his testimony on May 17 Secretary Daniels charged 
that evidence before the committee indicated that “some 
of the officers have frankly avowed their advocacy of 
Prussianizing the Navy.” He said: “It cannot have 
escaped the members of this committee that running 
like a thread through most of the evidence has been an 
advocacy of a General Staff for the conduct of the Amer- 
ican Navy, and the elimination of civilian control.” 
Some of the officers have declared against doing away 
with ‘civilian authority, nevertheless these officers, con- 
tinued the Secretary, inserted the inevitable “but.” 
“That ‘but’ in nearly every case,” he said, “stripped of 
verbiage, looked to substituting military for civilian au- 
thority. There is nothing new about such advocacy.” 
He contended that Secretary Chandler had to meet that 
question when “it raised its unAmerican head during 
his term.” Mr. Chandler crushed it, said the Secretary, 
adding that “other secretaries have met it. Now and 
again it has been presented, generally camouflaged as 
now, but the snake had only crawled into its hole, ready 
to appear again in another shape when it was deemed 
ripe for presentation. I shall never forget the only piece 
of advice Secretary Meyer gave me when I succeded him 
as Secretary of the Navy. He had intreduced me to his 
aids, explained their position and lack of final power, 
and afterwards declared that there were officers of the 
Navy who wished less power for the Secretary and more 
for themselves. Mr. Meyer said that ‘power lies here,’ 
pointing to the Secretary’s desk, ‘and it should remain 
here.” The Secretary said that it was not many months 
after this advice from ex-Secretary Meyer “when Ad- 
miral Fiske and other disciples of the Von Tirpitz sys- 
tem of naval control sought to organize the American 
Navy on the Prussian plan that I understood more fully 
the weighty words (Meyer’s).” Mr. Daniels continued : 

Let me state to you, gentlemen, and to all Congress und to 
the American people, as plainly as I can, what is at bottom 
behind all this blatant hue and cry you have been deluged with, 
Of course the original charge showed hostility to certain «fficers 
and desire to damage ranking officers who directed cperations 
during the war, and the, evidence has disclosed a Cesire to 
misrepresent the actions of the Secretary because he -was not a 
rubber stamp Secretary. But deeper than egotism and preia- 
dice, if you have not already seen the cloven ‘foot, you will 
find a decp-seated determination to organize the Navy Depart- 
ment upon the approved Prussian plan by giving all power 
to the military and taking all away from the civilian, 

When he appeared before the House Naval Affairs Commit- 
tee in 1916 Admiral Sims was discussing target practice end 
so-called defects in turrets when he was asked this question, 
“Could we have had those defects in the design of ¢urrets under 
® general staff?’’ And his reply was, “No, sir; we could not 
have had them.” There are not a few officers of ability and 
deservedly high standing in the Navy, aside from the critics, 
who wish to substitute military for civilian authority in the 
administration of the Navy. They believe that an admiral 
should absdlutely dictate the whoie naval policy, but few of 
them are ready to advocate the policy which you have found 
in the testimony of some of your witnesses. They fail to under- 
stand the genius of American administration sod incorrectly 
suppose that the plan of government on a battleship would 
work in the Navy Department. I have no quarrel with any 
officer who believes the Prussian system is better than the 
American system, or whe favors a General Staff or some other 
centralized |military rather than civilian authority. in the Navy 
Dyeectmeny, They have their right, and it is for Congress to 
adept the best policy, But, gentlemen, most of those who advo- 
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cate this radical departure seek to camouflage their Prussian 
ideas. ‘They say they do favor a civilian Seeretary and have 
no thought of a naval officer as Secretary. What they desire 
is a civilian rubber-stamp Secretary with no power except to 
draw his salary and “sign here’ when the military chieftains 
tell him where to affix his name, 

If this country wishes to reverse its national policy of civilian 
authority in the Navy let it-do so with its eyes open and with 
full knowledge of what the radical departure from American- 
ism means. Personally, it concerns me no more than it con- 
cerns over one hundred million other American citizens. I 
can see an argument in favor of military control. A Navy offi- 
cer, trained in the natal profession, as Secretary of the Navy 


would be better qualified to navigate a ship and to pass om 
technical matters than any civilian. If we are to change the- 


American policy of substituting military for civilian rule then 
we should do so directly and clearly and without pretense. If 
we are to depart from our national policy we should provide 
that the Secretary of the Navy shall be an admiral in the Navy 
and that no civilian shall be eligible for that position. You 
will find, if you have not already observed it, that the often ex- 
posed and defeated plan of a dummy as Secretary of the Navy 
is what will be desired by the most ardent advocates of the 
so-called “military responsibility,” and that no ciyilian Secretary 
of the Navy will be satisfactory to that class unless he is willing 
to be a figurehead. 


The Secretary's Seven Happy Years. 

I have had the honor to hold this great office more than seven 
years, a longer period than ny of my predecessors except 
Gideon Welles. It has been seven perfectly happy years, with 
just enough criticism te make the job really interesting. I 
have seen the Navy grow from 43,000 men to more than half a 
million; from 3,161 officers to 32,000; from 326 ships to 
1,000, with a total of over 2,000 manned and operated by the 
Navy during the war; with appropriations for a single year 
from $142,000,000 to over $1,900, . I have been hon- 
ored to direct the»pelicies of this great Navy in the World War, 
and to have the world applaud its large contribution. And 
yet there has never been a time, except in the throes of war, 
when those who wished a Von Tirpitz and military control have 
not been ready to discount the great work of the Department 
and the Navy in order to try to induce Congress to enact legis- 
lation which would take the administration of the Navy out 
of civilian hands and put it in military hands. Their advo- 
cacy of the change is not personal, even by those who have 
found their chief oecupation in criticising the policies for which 
I stand. They wish a Germanizsed Navy. Before the war some 
of them openty avowed that the German military method was 
their model. Since the failure of the German plan they do 
not call their demand for “full military responsibility” by its 
right name, but they continue to criticise minor mistakes in 
order to try to secure a Prussianized naval administration, 
It would be a mistake, however, to suppose that all who advo- 
cate some change belong to that class. There are, of course, 
differences of opinion as to the best method of administration, 
honest differences entitled to every consideration and study. 
have never yet known a perfect organization. Suggestions 
for improvement along American lines are, of course, helpful 
when they are consistent with American ideals. 

_“In no English-speaking nation,” said the Secretary, 
“is a military officer in authority in the direction of naval 
policy or naval administration. Some of those who ad- 
vocate a change have told you that in Great Britain 
the First Sea Lord is the real authority and not the 
First Lord of the Admiralty, the head of the British 
navy, whose office and responsibility correspond with the 
American Secretary of the Navy.’ He cited extracts 
from “Naval Administration,” by Admiral Sir R. Vesey 
Hamilton, G.C.B., late First Sea Lord of the Admiralty 
(British Parliamentary Paper, Dardanelles Commission, 
1917), to disprove assertions of Navy critics. In addi- 
tion Mr. Daniels presented an extract from the book 
written by Secretary of the Navy John D. Long on “The 
New American Navy” relative to the question of civilian 
and military direction in naval matters. “It is clear, 
convincing and illuminating answer to all those officers 
who, in their zeal for full military responsibility, have 
forgotten the genius of our American government,” com- 
mented Mr. Daniels. Continuing, he said: 


Sims Would Curtail Power of Secretary. 

That one of Admiral Sims’s chief objects in writing his letter 
of Jan. 7 and bringing about this investigation was to curtail 
the power of the Secretary and remove the Navy, so far as pos- 
sible, from civilian control, is stated by the magazine which 
is publishing Admiral Sims’s articles on the Navy. In _ its 
March issue The World's Work has a long editorial headed, 
“Admiral Sims and Mr. Danieis,’’ in which it states, regarding 
the Sims letter, that “in order to understand the document 
clearly, it is essential to understand the motive which prompted 
its preparation,” and in the course of the article says: ‘The 
thing that is | in our Navy Department is the profes- 
sional standpoint. ‘here is no other great navy whose civilian 
head can control its military operations, both in peace time 
and in war. In Great Britain the civilian head cannot issue 
a single order affecting the disposition of ships or their mili- 
tary operations without the approval of his military advisers. 
. «+ -« In this country civilian control is supreme, even in 
time of war. Admiral Sims believes that this is a great evil, 
that it might produce the most calamitous results, and that the 
military powers of the secretaryship should be eurbed.”’ 

There it is, plainly stated. If Congress believes that civilian 
control is a “great evil’; that the policy which has prevailed 
from the foundation of our Government should be reversed, and 
that the Navy should be removed from civilian control, let it 
fellow Sims’s lead, create a General Staff on the German model, 
and name some Von Tirpitz to rule the Navy. But let us have 
no camouflage about it. Abolish the — of Secretary of 
the Navy, or provide that some admiral shall fill that t with 
a seat in the President’s cabinet. That would be the frank 
and open way to do it, rather than put some Sims in control 


of the Navy, with a nominal Secretary as his clerk, messenger. 


boy and rubber stamp. If this committee desires to raise that 
issue I am perfectly willing to go to Congress and the country 
on it, and let the American people and their chosen representa- 
tives make the decision. 

No department of the Government functioned more 
promptly and successfully than did the Navy during the 
war, said the Secretary. The organization was so efli- 
cient that no change whatever was found necessary. 
“That it is far superior to any organization that ever 
existed before in the Navy, even the most persistent ad- 
vocates of a General Staff admit,” he declared. Through- 
out his testimony on May 17 Secretary Daniels stressed 
his charge that certain officers who have testified were 
“obsessed with ideas of Prussianizing the American 
Navy.” In reference to some testimony that the Secre- 
tary had failed to take an interest in war plans, he said: 
“Admirals Fullam and Fiske have both told the commit- 
tee in describing their dealings with me when I came to 
the department and found them occupying positions as 
assistants and advisers to the Secretary, that, in spite of 
my alleged courtesy and consideration, I would not take 
an interest in plans for war. I should lik» to explain 
this to the committee, as underlying it is a question of 
vital interest to the Navy, to the Congress and to the 
people of the United States.” Mr. Daniels contined: 


Says Fiske Would Have Secretary “a Rubber Stamp.” ; 


Admiral Fiske’s conception first, last and all the time of the 
first and essential step necessary to put the Navy in a condition 
for war was that the civilian Secretary of the Navy should 
be reduced to a position somewhere between that of a figurehead 
and a rubber stamp. Admiral Fullam took very much the same 
line, although when I first came into office his main idea seemed 
to be that it was essential in order to prepare the Navy for 
war that the Marines be taken off of our ships. I discovered 
very soon that this was a revival of an old contention raised 
some years before by Admiral Fullam, and I took no interest 
in raising it again. When I had listened “with patience and 
courtesy” to Admiral Fiske a number of times explain his ideas 
with reference to preparation for war, and it. became clear to 
me that they were substantially as I have described abeve, I

At the time Admirai Fiske found me so unresponsive to his 
proposed preparations for war, he was obsessed with the idea 
that the German General Staff organization was, militarily, the 
most perfect thing on earth. Presumably the proposed legisla- 
tion I have quoted was his conception of a Prussian staff. As 
& matter of fact, probably in no country—certainly in no 
English-speaking country—has there ever existed any such ore 
ganization giving the military such absolute control. So far 
from being patterned after the Prussian General Staff model, 
Admiral Fiske’s surreptitious legislation would have put an 
officer of the U.S. Navy in a position where he would have 
had the powers and authority of the Prussian Chief of the 
Admiralty Staff, Von Tirpitz, and the Kaiser self combined 
in one. Had I listened sympathetically to Admiral Fiske’s 
war preparations along the line indicated by his surreptitious 
proposed legislation, the American Navy would have been at 
war long before April 6, 1917, but it would have been internal 
war, and the wonderful reeord made by the Navy from April 
6, 1917, to Nov. 11, 1918—a record which this country can 
justly take pride in—would never have been made. 

It is an unfortunate fact that a large per cent. of the officers 
of the line of the Navy would have favored then, and would 
favor to-day, such legislation as Admiral Fiske proposed. is 
is due largely to the fact that so many prominent and dis- 
tinguished officers, such as Admiral Fiske, have advocated suck 
legislation in the past and indoctrinated some young officers 
with the idea that the American Navy could or should be in- 
dependent of civilian control, whether of a civilian Secretary, 
a civilian President, or a civilian Congress, 

It was but recently, when I found it so fully set forth in 
Admiral Fiske’s book, “From Midshipman to Rear Admiral,” 
pe ag I of his underhand activities in the early part 
0 ° 

The Secretary cited Navy Regulations that no person 
belonging to the Navy or employed under the Navy De- 
partment shall attempt directly or imdirectly to influ- 
ence legislation in respect to the Navy without expressed 
authority, and that officers shall refrain from any at- 
tempts to influence legislation except through official 
channels. The Regulations read this way in 1915, he 


said, “yet Admiral Fiske, in secret conference with six 


other officers, prepared this bill without my knowledge 
or consent, and attempted, secretly and surreptitiously, 
to ‘put it over.” Mr. Daniels continued: 


Gave Congress Benefit of Navy Opinion. 


Let me say at once that I have never rigidly enforced the 
above quoted provisions of the Navy . I have re 
peatedly not only authorized but encouraged Bureau Chiefs 
and other prominent naval officers to appear before Committees 
of Congress in advocacy of legislation which I personally did 
not favor. So far as I know, no Secretary of the Navy before 
me ever approved in toto the reports of General Board. As 
@ rule I have not done so either, but I was the first Secretary 
who ever furnished Congress with these reports so it might 
have the benefit not only of my own advice and opin’ but 
of complete knowledge of the opinions of the 
officers constituting the General Board, 

In 1914 Admiral Fiske thought there should be provision for 
a few thousand more naval personnel than I had recommended. 
He. appeared before the Naval Committee and advocated these 
additional men, and it appears from his book that he did this 
with much “trepidation, expecting to be severely disciplined. 
His trepidation was wholly unwarranted. Nevertheless, in 1915 
Admiral Fiske, as principal adviser to me, under the then 
organization of the Navy Department, holding a peculiar posi- 
tien of trust and confidence with respect to the Secretary o 
the Navy, undertook action concerning legislation which I will 
not undertake to characterize. ’ 


Opposes Navy General Staff. 


At that time I had come to the conclusion that it was neces- 
sary to make some change in the organization of the Navy De- 
partment which I had found when I entered office nearly two 
years before. This conclusion was not reached hastily, the 
organization I found was given a full and fair trial, and I had 
consulted freely with numerous officers on the subject of changes 
necessary and desirable. I had listened for hours, not only 
to Admiral Fiske, but to other advocates of the so-called “Gen- 
eral Staff’’ organization. The words “General Staff’ of them- 
selves mean nothing. . . . There have been all kinds of 
general staffs proposed for the Navy, but the underlying idea 
of every such proposition that I have seen is much like that 
set forth in the Fiske General Staff, or so-called Office of Opera- 
tions. . . . I have not .been convinced in seven years, and 
I would not be convinced in seventy years, that it would be 
a desirable thing to turn over bodily the U.S. Navy to a clique 
of officers of the line that might be enabled to gain the favor 
of the changing administration. 

The Secretary declared that “a General Staff would 
have prevented the building of 800-ton submarines,” add- 
ing that “Admiral Grant has testified, rather bitterly, as 
to the difficulties he experienced in getting the 800-ton 
submarine adopted. He does admit the Secretary would 
listen, and the record shows that at least one chief of 
bureau and the Secretary recommended building some 
800-ton submarines. It is a fact that the Chief of Op- 
erations and the General Board were opposed to it.” 
He commented that the House Naval Affairs members 
went fully into the project in their hearings and that in 
the “very first appropriation bill after Admiral Grant 
began advocating the 800-ton submarine, which was 
really the first opportunity to take up their construction, 
there was a provision for the 800-ton submarine. This 
provision was recommended by the Chief Constructor of 
the Navy and the Secretary. (Daniels).” Continuing, he 
declared that “if we had had a General Staff of the type 
proposed by Admiral Fiske, or even of a_ milder type— 
one of the fifty-seven varieties which I believe have becm 


ties assigned’ 
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and @he Chief pf Staff had been opposed 
to what Admiral Grar* wished, that would have been 
the end of the matter. It is doubtful if we would have 
had a single S0O-ton submarine authorized by this time.” 
Sceretary Daniels discussed the creation of the position 
of Chief of Operations. He next stated that Assistant 
Secretary of the Navy Charles G. Darling, uncer Presi- 
dent Roosevelt, had placed himself on record against 
“Prussianizing the Navy.” At that time, he said, there 
was 2 comparatively mild movement in this direction, 
which was apparently “so disguised that the then Secre- 
tary did not at first appreciate it and recommended leg- 
islation making the General Board a virtual General 
Staff.” Although there was mech testimony on the sub- 
ject then, nothing came of it, said Mr. Daniels. In ref- 
erence to the statements made at that hearing by Mr. 
Darling the Secretary stated: “1 find myself in full ac- 
cord with them and wish to include them in my present 
statement for the benefit of the commitiee.” This record 
was taken from the hearing before the Ilouse Committe» 
on Naval Affairs, Hon. George Foss, chairman, on 
April 2S, 1904, when Mr. Darling testified that “the ef- 
feet of the General Staff measure will be to make the 
Secretary of the Navy an ornamental figurehead,” and 
that “the measure savors too much of militarism to hr 
consistent with tl t of institutions.” and that

Ad nira!l Fiske 
Congress enacted an Americanized plan of operations, and 
has been conducted upon Ameriean and not the Von Tirpitz 
model. As a result of my all-Awerican policy certain papers 
were very indignant. One critic declared I had “personally 
blasted all hope of establishing that centralized, responsible 
military control which 1s the greatest need of the Navy.” I[ 


regarded then and regard now that criticism as a decoration 
of honor. Of all the services I have tried to render my country 
as Secretary of the Navy nothing, excep: full consecration of 
effort in the World War. in my judgm-nt has contributed so 
to an American Navy.as my successful fight against adopting 
the Von Tirpitz plan of organization of the Navy Department. 

The Secretary presented an editorial, “Civilian Con- 
trol of the Navy,’ taken from the New York Evening 
Post, April 29, 1915, te show that “Americans want a 
civilian head of the Navy always.” Ile also appended 
for the record a copy of his testimony before the House 
Committee on Naval Affairs “along the line discussed by 
Secretary Darling when I appeared before the eommit- 
tee early in 1916.° Mr. Daniels declared that “Sserc- 
tary of the Navy Gideon Welles opposed making the Sec- 
retary a mere clerk.” 

Statements in 115 Recalled. 


Seeretary Daniels called attention to his public state- 
ment of March 4, 1915, ta connection with the section 
of the Naval Appropriation Act of Mareh 3, 1915, ereat- 
ing the Office of Operations, that this new office would 
not displace Admiral George Dowey and the General 
Board. Though he was opposed te the original draft of 
the law for Offices of Operations, he declared in the state- 
ment that the final draft and its passage was satisfactory 
to him. because, he said, “the law will enable a more 
thorough co-operation between the department and the 
(Jeneral Board to be effected, while retaining the leader- 
ship of Admiral Dewey in the larger naval problems.” 
The Seeretary reviewed the creation of the Advisory 
Council in June, 1915, declaring that it was to improve 
the organization of the department and bring ati the 
chiefs of bureaus in closer touch with each other, the 
Chief of Operations and with the Secretary. 

Mr. Daniels said that in 1915 “we were having trou- 
bles with the submarines we had inherited from previous 
administrations, and in May I determined to take radical 
measures to put the entire Submarine Foree in better 
condition. Far from attempting to conceal their short- 
comings, I announced that the ‘showing made by the 
submarines in the recent mancuvers’ strengthened my 
determination to “begin at once a thorough investigation 
to actually determine the cause and, if possible, to find 
a remedy for the too frequent breakdowns of subma- 
rines’ . . . apd on May 28 I selected Admiral Grant 
to take charge of the entire submarine service, stating 
that he would be ‘given large powers in the construction 
work of and the development of the submarine flotilla 
and its organization, so as to bring it up to the maxi- 
mum state of efficiency.’ ” 

Featuring the important portions of the Naval Ap- 
prepriation act ef 1915, Mr. Daniels inserted into the 
record a copy of his statement made on the bill at that 
time. He paid a tribute to the work of the late Capt. 
V. O. Chase, U.S.N., of the of Operations, who 
died a few months after the outbreak of the war. His 
breakdown and death was due to his tireless and un- 
ceasing attention to arduous duties, said the Secretary. 
adding that “Captain Chase died on the field of battle.” 

Before the end of the morning session, May 17, Chair- 
man Hale said that he hoped to have the Secretary com- 
plete his direet testimony by May 20 in order to begin 
cross-examination on May 21 and conclude on May 22. 
Mr. Daniels replied that he had considerable more testi- 
mony to present and believed that he could net complete 
his direct statement before May 21.

TRACHING MILITARY SCIENCE. 

To THE Epitor OF THE ARMY AND NAVY JOURNAL: 

Military sciences has a rather formidable significance 
to mest people and they, as a rule, consider it as a sub- 
ject reserved for and of concern to military high brows. 
Let us start by getting some definite idea as to the term 
science: Knowledge of principles and facts. By a selec- 
tion of military principles and facts we can assemble the 
material for study and thought which will seeure the 
knowledge. Knowledge is the word to keep in mind; it 
is to be knowledge of military principles and facts. 
Knowledge of (military science) military principles and 
facts can be measured correctly by determining, for the 
individual, the extent to which he appreciates and com- 
prdiends their practical value, It varies directly with 
the appreciation and comprehension of the practical 
character of military science.

Five general tactcal prineples were selected: (1) 
Lectures were given by ihe military professor on each, 
with blackboard notes. (2) Each student was required 
to write a thes's of not over 1.000 words upon each tacti- 
cal prine’ple. The military professor read these papers, 
marked them, filed them, and kept them open for stu- 
dents to refer to. Many of these papers were models and 
seemed to indicate that the student had thoroughly com- 
prehended and appreciated the value and use of the prin- 
ciples. (3) Leetures were given on field orders, with 
written notes on the blackboard. (4) Each student was 
required to submit a thesis of not over 1,000 words upon 
field orders. The military professor read, marked, and 
filed them and lectured upon selected ones. Many showed 
beth comprekension and appreciation of field orders. (5) 
Maps of terrain adjacent to the college were obtained, a 
situation was assumed, and a tactical problem was 
given. (6) A written field order solution was required. 

The military professor went over the solutions and 
found at least eighty per cent. showed no grasp of the 
pract’cal value of the five general tactical principles in 
guiding the plans of the field orders. The plain truth 
was that these college students, who were in their junior 
year, had either no knowledge of operating from a base 
ef scientifie truths or had not grasped the parallelism 
which exists between most edueational subjects. It was 
werse than simply getting practice adjusted to theory ; 
it was a case of men well above the average not adjust- 
ing practice to accepted principles and facets. This in- 
ability was found to exist, later, among young officers 
fresh from officers’ camps in the United States. 

Maps of distant parts of the country were secured and 
problems given for considerable forces and different arms, 
and (6) was followed. A gradual but steady improve- 
ment was secured. The students more and more came io 
regard these 5-G.T.P’s. as the standards by which they 
could arrive at the value of tactical performance. That 
is. they began to acquire knowledge of them as practical 
things. 

oa of leetures was given on enlarged battle maps 
of the Civil War. with the troops represented by small 
rectangles of paper on which was printed the unit and 
the name of the commander, pinned to the map and 
moved as the positions of the troops changed. It was 
brought out that success or failure went a4 did the ob- 
servance of the 5-GT.P.’s. “Battles and Leaders” and 
Steele’s “Campaigns” were used. Students were en- 
couraged to find cases where, apparently, a violation of 
the 5-G.T.P.’s had secured suceess in combat. This was 
valuable as it tended to make them see that these princi- 
ples could not be reduced in any way to a mechanical or 
conventional observance. It was intended te teach them 
that the methods of tactics can under no circumstance 
ever be superior to the general prineiples of tactics; that 
the value of a method lies only in the degree to which it 
puts general principles into practice. 

The course in no sense is a complete one in military 
science. It was given as one suitable for general edu- 
cational purposes. Incidentally it was pushed that the 
military course at colleges required as considerable a 
mentality as any other course taught, and that the men- 
tal training from it was as valuable as from any other 
course. It was demonstrated that the 5-G.T.P.’s fur- 
nished rules of action for any occupation, profession or 
business. That their observance would command success 
in civil life as surely as in military life. This article 
will have served its pu if it brings home to any 
military professor the definite and practical side of mili- 
tary seience as something more than a word attached to 


his professorship.

During the time our Army was much larger than at 
present it was a common thing, both here and abroad, 
to see men wearing fake ribbons. Judging from com- 
ments appearing in a late paper devoted to Serviee in- 
terests it appears that this highly objectionable and im- 
proper practice is still indulged in. Why not have each 
organization commander ascertain from the Service rec- 
ords, discharge certificates, ete., what decorations each 
man is entitled to wear and publish the list on the bulle- 
tin board? After this if infractions coutinue, why not 
try a little “company punishment” or summary court. 
Usually it is the solitary offender, or a very few, who 
reflect discredit wpon the whole organization. A few 
brief and to-the-point leetures by the commanding offli- 
cer should also prove very effective. As badges and rib- 
bons form a part of the uniform and their wear made 
mandatory, the subjject of eorrect dress of the soldier 
should be a part of his elementary eourse. 

In the Army there has been a notable lack of cere- 
mony during the presentation of awards. Our contem- 
porary, the Marine Corps, however, has attached greater 
importance to this, and some years ago all awards, in- 
cluding those for marksmanship, were fotmally pre- 
sented with appropriate ceremony. It is undoubtedly 
true that this method of presentation enhances the value 
of the.award both to the recipient and those attending 
the ceremony. an: it would tend to greatly reduce the un- 
authorized wearing of decorations due to ignorance.

DR. ELIOT'S ATTACK ON WEST POINT. 
An Ez-Officer Answers Dr. Eliot. 


To THE EpiToR OF THE ARMY AND NAVY JOURNAL: 

The recent comments of Dr. Charles W. Eliot upon 
the graduate of West Point in the World War have 
been read with feelings of indignant amazement. As a 
former Army officer, not a Regular nor a graduate of 

fest Point, perbaps my testimony upon the latter's 
efficiency may appeal where that of a Regular would 
be discounted as special pleading. Furthermore, my ob- 
servation of the Regular officer, including the West 
Pointer, has included experience in authority over him 
as well as in subordination to him and in a branch of 
the staff of the Army which involved very wide contact 
with him numerically. So far from being a “failure” 
whe is only given to “passing the buck” the Regular offi- 
cer in my experience has measured up to the finest stand- 
ards of intelligent initiative, quick decisiveness and cour- 
ageous assumption of responsibility that I have met 
elsewhere in a business experience of twenty years with 
all classes of men. 

The truth of this matter is that if the officer is not 
of the natural qualities which wil! distinguish him as a 
leader in any given line no amount of cducation at Har- 
vard or West Point will make him so. I have in mind 
two high officers of my immediate association—one a 
West Point graduate of the most typical kind, the other 
a man who began in the ranks. It would be hard to 
decide which of them showed greater breadth of 
grasp, indomitable energy and all-round effectiveness. 
Both won tbeir general's stars, and both would have 
won these in civil life if their bent had been that way. 
Nor were they exceptions from the great bedy of ever 
1,000 officers around them, West Point, Reserve or Na- 
tional Army. But if West Point will not make a man 
out of a sheep's head it remains unchallengeable that it 
is the beat weeding-out filter for eliminating military in- 
eompetents and imparting necessary information to the 
remainder that exists among our educational institu- 
tions. West Point’s business is to produce men who 
will fight and lead armies to victory, and West Point 
did the men who from Pershing down com- 
ma our army corps and the great majority of our di- 
visions staff corps and departments, who also formed 
the Army and shaped and moulded it and led it vietori- 
ously against the most efficient army the world had ever 
known. God knows where this country would have been 
by mow but for the thing which West Point and the 
Regular Army gave in the training camps to tbe youth 
of this country in the early days of this war. I was 
there and can bear testimony to it. That the West 
Point course can be improved much in certain particu- 
lars is probably true, and if Dr. Eliot has any construc-

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PROGRESS OF ARMY REORGANIZATION. 
Statement of the Managers on the Part of the House. 
The House conferees on the Army Reorganization bill 
(H.R. 12775) issued a statement on May 1S giving the 
reason as to why the joint conferees could not come to 
an agreement over the Senate amendment, the particular 
points of disagreement being “the provisions regarding 


the reerganization of the National Guard.” The state- 
mens eonmtinmes : 

“After a full and free discussion, the Senate conferees 
proposed to the House conferees that the former world 


accept practically the substance of the Llowse provisions 
of H.R. 12775 relating to the National Guard, provided 
the House conferees would add to the bill the substanee 
of the Senate provisions relating to the National Guard 
amended as hereinafter stated, so as to anthorize each 
state to determine for itself whether its National Guard 
should remain as now organized under the National De- 
fense act or by an affirmative act of its legislature adopt 
the National Guard organized under the Army clauses 
as provided in the amendments hereinafter stated. In 
other words, the language of the proposed compromise 
would allow the legislature in each state to determine 
whetlrer its National Guard should temain as now pro- 
vided by law under the militia clause of the Constitu- 
tion or whether it should be reorganized under the Army 
clauses as provided m the amendment hereinafter pro- 
posed with the distinct understanding that no feature of 
the change should be carried into effect until the neces- 
sary erabling legislation has been passed by the state.” 
The proposed compromise provisions were attached to 
and made a of the report. 

On May 19 the matter was presented to the House by 
Mr. Kahn, who made a motion for the adoption of the 
compromise National Guard provisions, which proposal 
was ultimately defeated by a vote of 209 to 106 after a 
heated argument. In presenting his motion Mr. Kakn 
declared that this legislation proposed to grant the right 
te the states to Federalize their respective Guard organi- 
zations. “Are you willing to Iet the state legislatures 
determine how the National Guard will be organized or 
shall you refuse the states this right?’ asked Mr. Kahn. 
Declarmg that the House and Senate conferees were un- 
able to agree on the original instructions, this compro- 
mise measure was evolved after eonsultation with prom- 
inent National Guard officers of New York, Illinois, 
Ohio and other states, and also with veterans of the 
World War. Major Gen. John F. O'Ryan, he said, was 
a strong advocate of the measure, as well as other promi- 
nent Guard officers. 

Representative Clarke of Missouri charged that the 
provision was the creature of the War Department and 
if passed it would tend to discriminate against the Na- 
tional Guard units that fail to come under the Iederal- 
ized plan. During the war, said Mr. Clarke, the War 
Department “manhandled the Guard.” Mr. Kahn de- 
nied this statement and declared that the Gaard was 
given just consideration. He urged the importanee of 
doimg away with any chance of discrimination by pass- 
ing this measure, which would place the Guard on prac- 
tically am equal footing with the Regular Establishment. 
“This plan leaves it optional.”’ he declared, “whether the 
state will Federalize its Guard or allow it to remaim in 
its pre-war status.” 

Representatives Anthony and Sisson and a few others 
charged that the compromise was a “General Staff prop- 
osition,” and am attempt to abolish the Guard. Repre- 
sentatives Husted, Caldwell and Sanford answered these 
eharges, declaring that one of the first advocates of the 
plan for federalization was General O’Ryan. 

“We went into this war,” said Mr. Clarke, “to de- 
feat Prussianism and now we propose to adopt it.” Mr. 
Kahn interposed that France, Switzerland and Aus- 
tralia have the system which the bill proposed. “I do 
not care who has it,”’ retorted Mr. Clarke, adding. “I am 
against it.” He added that he had nothing against the 
Regalar Army officer or enlisted man with the excep- 
tion that he thought the Army provided for was three 
times too big. He declared that the compromise, if 
passed by the Congress, will tend to discriminate against 
the Goard. and that the Regular Army offieers were lob- 
bying for its passage. He said the War Department re- 
moved Guard officers from their regiments just before 
the Argonne: battle. Mr. Kahn asserted that Regular 
Army officers were also removed from thetr commands as 
well as the Guardsmen. 

In speaking for the adoption of the compromise Mr. 
Sanford declared that “the purpose of this plan is to 
give the Guard a voice in the Military Establishment.” 
He charged that its opponents were themselves discrimi- 
nating against the Guard in opposing the new measure, 
and that they were simply on the wrong side of the ques- 
tion. “This is a real Army unified plan,” he said. Mr. 
Sanford charged that Representatives Dent, Clarke and 
the other members who spoke against the measure were 
not on the right side in the war. This charge created 
an uproar in the House. Unanimous consent was given 
to expunge the statement from the record. Mr. San- 
ford, however, asked unanimous consent to withdraw his 
statement. 

Senate Insists on its Guard Provisions. 

The Senate on May 20, after Senator Wadsworth had 
explained the disagreement on the National Guard pro- 
visions of the Reorganization bill, voted that the con- 
ferees insist upon the Senate provisions. Mr.sWadsworth 
strongly arraigned the opposition to the reorganization 
of the National Guard under the Army elanse of the 
Constitution. The conferees were continued by vote of 
the Semate and instrueted to renew their efforts to have 
the Senate provisions accepted. 

Military opinion in Washington was still optimistic 
on May 20 that the conferees would eventually eome to 
an agreement on a bill which would be aceepted in both 
houses before the proposed June recess of Ci Ss. 
Despite the support of the Senate National Guard sec- 
tions of the bill shown in the vote of May 20, it was 
generally believed that in the end the Senate conferees 
would recede and agree upon provisions the House would 
favor. What was expeeted to be the final meeting of 
the conferees was scheduled for May 21.

Ask For “Conscientious Opsectors’” RELEASE. 
Secretary of War Baker on May 18 received a com- 
mittee appointed at the recent Socialists’ convention, 
which presented a memorial asking for the release of the 
fifty-seven so-called “conscientious objectors,” who are 
confined at Fort Leavenworth prison. The committee 
cited President Wilson’s message to Congress in Novem- 
ber, 1918, in which he said “the war thus comes to an 
end,” and so urged on the Secretary that the reason for 
the confinement of the prisoners “therefore ceased one and 
one-half years ago.” In reply the Secretary informed the 
committee that there are not now and have at no time 








been any political prisoners in the Army, and that there 
are not now any persons in custody whose conscientious 
objections to war were based upon religious grounds, and 
that as to the persons still remaining in military prisons 
the problem consists in determining as to each of them, 
individually, whether or not he would be a useful, law- 
abiding citizen upon release, that being the ground upon 
which the release of other offenders rests. i r 
emphasis was placed by the committee upon the case of 
Carl Hessler, a former college professor. Secretary 
Baker promised to have his case reviewed, but said that 
it would be treated like the others, as an individual cease. 
and that release would depend apon the deserts of ihe 
individual rather than upon any classification of men 
into groups. He further envphasized the fact that the 
“eonseientions objectors” were not tried or imprisoned 
either for the expression of opinion or the entertainment 
of belief, but for definite infractions of military laws. 








ARMY APPROPRIATIONS IN SENATE. 

The Senate Cémmittee on Military Affairs on May 14 
reported the Army Appropriation bill (H.R. 13587) with 
recommended increases of $42,153,317, the largest single 
increase being an addition of $12,745,000 te the Air Ser- 
vice appropriation. The Ordnance Department gets an 
increase of $2,000,000. The items of the bill as re- 
ported by the Senate Committee may be summarized as 
follows :

New Provisions Added. 


Among the provisions of law recommended by the com- 
mittee to be incorporated in the bill are these: 

That the Secretary of War be authorized, in his discretion, 
to sell to any state or foreign government with which the 
United States is at peace, upon such terms as he may deem 
expedient, any matériel, supplies or equipment pertaining to 
the Military Establishment as is, or may hereafter be found 
to be surplus, which is not needed for military purposes and 
for which there is no adequate domestic market. 

Unexpended balances of Selective Service funds may 
be used for clerical help required to furnish to the adju- 
tants general of the several states statements of military 
service of persons from those states. 

Signal service books, papers and maps may be sup- 
plied to the Signal Corps Secheol, Camp Alfred Vail, 
N.J., out of the Signal Service appropriation. 

Hereafter the Army Air Service shall control all aerial 
operations from land bases, and naval aviation shall 
have control of all aerial operations attached to a fleet, 
includimg fleet shore bases. 

Bolling Field, on reclaimed land in the District of 
Columbia, is set aside as a military reservation for avia- 
tion purposes. 

Chapman Field, near Miami, Fla., is transferred to 
and placed under control and jurisdiction of the Navy 
Department for use of the naval service. 

Hereafter when, in the opinion of the Secretary of 
War, accommodations are available, transportation on 
Army transports may be provided for the members and 
employees of the Porto Riean government and their 
families without expense te the United States. 

In the diseretion of the Secretary of War, and when 
space is available, civilian passengers and shipments of 
commercial eargo may be transported on Army transports 
at rates not less than those charged by commercial steam- 
ship companies, between the same ports, for the same 
class ef aceommodations, the receipts from which shall 
be covered into the Treasury of the U.S. 

The suit of -eitizens’ outer clothing, to be issued to 
each soldier discharged otherwise than honorably may 
cost not exceeding $40 (formerly $25). 

The various supply apprepriations are to be disbursed 
and accounted for as “General Appropriations, Q-.M. 
Corps,” and for that purpese shall constitute one fund. 

The committee strikes out the House provisions that 
not te exceed the followimg sums may be in erec- 
tion and completion of buildings enumerated at Fort 
Leavenworth: $404,256 for motor training school build- 
ings; $600,000 for officers’ and non-commissioned officers’ 
quarters. It also strikes out a House authorization for 
reappropriating certain military post exchange balances 
and making $7 thereof available for a Liberty 
theater at Camp Knox. . 

An appropriation of $88,880 for land as an addition to 
Ieon Springs reservation is stricken owt. The Voea- 
tional Training appropriation is increased from $2,000,- 
000 to $5,000,000 and authority is given to sell farm 
produets and the increase in live stock (including fowls) 
which aecrue incidental to vocational training, resulting 
funds to be available for purchase of mew vocational ma- 
terial and supplies. es 

Commutation of traveling expenses for civilian rifle 
teams attending the National Matches and for members 
of the R.O.T.C. attending summer aves is fixed at five 
eents a mile, and in the ease of the B.O.T.C. the Sec- 
retary of War may, in his discretion and under such regu- 
lations as he may prescribe, permit such imstitutions to 
furnish their own uniforms and receive as commutation 
therefor the sum allotted by the Secretary of War to 
such institutions for uniforms. : 

The services of skilled draftsmen, civil engineers, and 
such other services as the Secretary of War may deem 
ay be employed only in the Office of the 
Chief of Engineers to carry into effect the variows ap- 
propriations for “Engineer equipment of troops,” “Engi- 
neer operations in the field,” and other military appro- 
priations, to be paid from such 2ppropriations. The ex- 
penditures on 7 9 eae for the fiscal year 1920 shall 


not exceed $225,000. 

The Secretary of War is anthorized to sell the Howit- 
zer Plant at Erie, Pa., and to use not to exceed $950,000 
of the proceeds for erection at Watervliet, N.Y., of a 
plant for machining and assembling medium caliber

_ Hereafter honovably discharged officers and enlisted men of 
the Army, Navy or Murine Corps who wre being earcd for and 
are receiving medical treatment from the Public Heaith Service 
shall, while undergoing such eare and treatment, be permitted 
to purchase subsistence stores and articles of other authorized 
supplies, except articles of the uniform, from the Army, Navy 
and Marime Corps at the same price as charged the officers and 
enlisted men of the Army, Navy and Marine Corps. 

The act of Feb. 10, 1920, relating to loan of rifles to 
posts of the American Legion, is amended to read: 

That the Secretary of War is hereby authorized, under 
rules, limitations and regulations to be prescribed by him, to 
loan obsolete or condemned Army riffes, slings and cartridge 
belts, to posts of the American Legion fer use by them in 
connection with the funeral ceremonies of deceased soldiers, 
sailors and marines, and for other pest ceremonial perposes; 
and to sell to suck posts blank ammanition in suitable amounts 
for said rifles at cost price, plus cost of packing and trans- 
pertation: Provided, however, That not to exceed ten such 
rifles shall be issued to any one post. 

Under another committee amendment, the President is 
authorized to appoint Col. William C. Brown, U.S. 
Army fretired), to the position and rank of brigadier 
general, on the retired list. .

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THE SIXTY-SIXTH CONGRESS. 
SECOND SESSION. 


The President on May 18 signed the Service Pay bill 
H.R. 11927, the text of which appeared on page 1150, 
our issue of May 15. Further comment on the bill 
appears on page 1176. : 

The Secretary of the Navy has submitted supple- 
mental estimates of appropriations required by the Naval 
Establishment for 1920 and prior fiscal year, in the 
amount of $11,924,854.60. ; 

Peace Resolution Adopted by Senate. 

The Senate, by a vote of 443 to 38, on May 15 adopted 
a substitute amendment to H.J. Res. 327 terminating 
the state of war between the United States and Ger- 
many and permitting, on conditions, the resumption of 
reciprocal trade with Germany and for other purposes, 
and also terminating the state of war between the United 
States and Hungary. The measure was then returmed 
to the House with the expectation that it would receive 
consideration on May 21. 


Soldier Bonus Bill Reported. 

The House Ways and Means Committee on May 20, 
by a vote of 15 to 10, reported the Service bonus bill to 
the House. The bill provides for expenditures of $1,400,- 

000 in bonuses whose maximum would be $625 to 
any one individual. To secure the money necessary to 
carry out the provisions of the bill a tax of ten per cent. 
on stock dividends is provided. With a recess of Con- 
gress slated for June 5 there appears to be no likelihood 
of any bonus bill coming to a fimal vote before the Presi- 
dential conventions. 

Legislative Appropriation Bill, 

The House on May 17 and the Senate on May 19 re- 
passed the Legislative Appropriation bill H.R. 12610, 
which had been reintroduced with the elimination of 
the objectionable provision which had }ed the President 
to veto the measure—the provision giving the Joint Con- 
gressional Printing Committee eoutrol over the printing 
of various Gevernment publications. Senator Smoot, 
Republican, of Utah, author of the provision which the 
President considered objectionable, announced that hoe 
would introduce an amendment: to the Sundry Civil 
Appropriation bill to authorize the printing after July 1 
of 156 Government publications which had been ap- 





proved by the joint committee. 


Naval Appropriation Bill Conference. 

Senator Page, chairman of the Senate Committee on 
Naval Affairs, called a session for May 20 of the Senate 
and House conferees on the Naval Appropriation bill 
(ELE. 15108). Senators Page, Ball, MeCormick, Swan- 
son and Smith (Md.) and Representatives Butler, Kel- 
ley, Britten, Padgett and Riordan comprise the respec- 
tive managers on the part of both houses, Mr. Riordan 
having been appointed by the Speaker on May 18. The 
personnel rider attached to the bill by the Senate, it is 
anticipated, will be approved by the conference with no 
material change. 

Conference Report on Fortifications. 

The Senate and House conferees on May 12 reported 
agreement on the Fortifications Appropriation bill, H.R. 
The Senate receded from all its amendments in- 


13555. 
ereasing appropriations and also from two amendments 


that sought (1) to continue as available until June 30, 
1921, unexpended balances of aviation: funds in comnec- 
tion with seacoast defenses im the Insular Possessions 
and (2) to render available until Jume 30, 1921, un- 
expended balanee of $155,000 for purehase or reclama- 
tion of land for the Panama Canal defenses. The Sen- 
ate also receded from its amendment that provided that 
“no part of the moneys appropriated in this or any previ- 
ous act shall be expended to abolish or remove m any 
one of the arsenals of the United States any pe:§.anent 
department or shop established by legislative aet prior 
to April 6, 1917, unless sueh removal is authorized by 
act of Congress.” The bill as agreed to appropriates 
$17,913,442, and covers back into the appro- 
priations made for fortifications and other works of de- 
fense, totaling $800,615,139.15.

1844, and was a graduate of the U.S.M.A.., class of 1867, 
vhen he was assigned to the Ist Artillery He was an 
honor graduate of the Artillery School, class of 1869 
jefore being appointed a cadet at West Point in 1863, 
General Davis served as a first lieutenant in the 3d 
Maryland Cavalry of Volunteers. Among his various 
duties he served as an instructor of Artillery and In 
fantry tactics at the U.S.M.A., was on frontier duty at 
Fort Sill, Indian Territory, in 1876, and served at vari 
ous artillery posts on the Atlantic and Pacific coasts. 
General Davis also served as instructor of engineering 
at the Artillery School at Fort Monroe, and during the 
war with Spain he was appointed major and inspector 
general of Volunteers, serving-with the 2d Division, 1st 
Corps, at Chickamauga, and as inspector general, De- 
partment of the Gulf. He became major, 5th Artillery, 
Oct. 16, 1899, and served as assistant to the inspector 
general, Department of the East. He was in command 
of the Artillery District of Porto Rico from October, 
1901, to May, 1902, and of the Arfillery District of New 
London, 1902-05. General Davis was in command of the 
Artillery District of Boston from August, 1905, te May, 
1907, and was next assigned to command the Depart- 
ment of the Gulf, a position he held until his retirement 
for age, Jan. 31, 1908, He was appointed a brigadier 
general May 25, 1907, and just previous to his death 
had spent the winter in Florida. His wife died five 
years ago and a daughter, who survives, is the wife of 
Col. Andrew Hero, Coast Art., U.S.A., stationed at Camp 
Jackson, 8.C.

RECORDS OF THE CLASS OF 1918, U.S.M.A 

The unwarranted attack on the U.S. Military Academy 
aud its graduates, made by Dr. Charles W. Eliot, presi- 
dent emeritus of Harvard University, to which refer- 
ence was made in our issue of May 15, is effectually re- 


futed, as one instance, in the records of the class of 
1918, U.S.M.A., access to which was made available 
through the courtesy of Major Gen. Peter C. Harris, U.S. 
A.. The Adjutant General. his class was graduated 
Aug. 30, T1917. Of the 148 graduates, 111 served over 
seas prior to the signing of the armistice. Ten members 
of this class were killed in action or died of wounds re- 
ceived in action, and two died of disease as a result of 
exposure in campaign, a total of twelve deaths, or 10.8 
per cent. of those who served overseas and 8.1 per cent. 
of the entire class. Ten members of this class were 
wounded in action, making a total of tweuty-two cas- 
ualties, or 19.8 per cent. of those serving overseas and 
14.8 per cent. of the entire class. 

Nine members, 8.1 per cent. of those serving over- 
seas, or 6.08 per cent. of the entire class, were awarded 
the Distinguished Service Cross. The percentage of 
graduates of 1918 awarded the D.S.C. is eight and four- 
sevenths times as large as the percentage—0.7—of offi- 
cers of the entire Army awarded this honor. Thirty- 
three graduates of the U.S. Military Academy were killed 
in action or died of wounds received in action, or twenty- 
three in the entire Army of classes other than the 1918 
class. The percentage of 1918 graduates with service 
overseas—seventy-five per cent.—is twenty-six per cent. 
greater than the percentage—50.49—of all officers of the 
Regular Army with service overseas. The percentage of 
1918 graduates that were killed in action or died of 
wounds received in action—6.58—is six and one-half 
times as large as the percentage—1.065—of all officers 
of the entire Army who were killed in action or who 
died of wounds.

Broapcast Rerort or Army-Navy Basepatt Game. 


The Office of Operations, Navy Department, has ar- 
ranged to broadcast descriptive reports of the Army and 
Navy basebail game, scheduled to be played at Annapolis, 
Md., May 29, at 2:30 p.m. A wireless telephone will 
convey to the Navy Department the score by innings and 
remarks on the plays, which will be transmitted Over 
Navy leased wires to New York, Newport, Boston and 
Norfolk, and to naval stations and yards in districts 
making local arrangements to receive these reports.

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SERVICE PAY INCREASE BILL NOW LAW 


The bill (H.R. 11927) increasing the pay of th

the bill as contained in the conference report was 
proved in both houses of Congress on May 14 was some 
what surprising, for there had been considerable opposi- 
tion voiced by some members of the House, particular! 
to granting increases to the commissioned personnel, and 
it was believed that this opposition would become pro- 
nounced when the conference report was submitted. The 
temporary nature of the measure and its bonus provi- 
sions, however, overcome much of the opposition, and 
the abandonment of the high ranking officers and the 
officers and enlisted men of the retired lists is said to 
lave placated others, notably leaders of the Hous 
jority. 

Whatever virtue there is in this so-called Kelley Ser- 
vice Pay Increase bill is due to the efforts of the Senate 
conferees — Senators Page, Wadsworth, Chamberlain, 
Smith of Maryland and Keyes. For the amendments to 
the Kelley bill are all of the Senate’s instigation and 
represent a compromise on the provisions of the origina! 
Wadsworth pay bill, which passed the Senate and which 
proposed an increase of approximately thirty-one per 
cent. as compared with the average increase of sixteen 
per cent. in the bill now become law. The Wadsworth 
bill approached the problem with breadth of understand- 
ing and with a measure of sympathy. which it might be 
hoped would pervade the entire Congress. The resultant 
Kelley bill is a half-measure and perhaps as liberal as 
could be hoped for in the-light of an approaching politi- 


cal campaign in which governmental economy is cx- 
pected to be a foremost issue. 
The adoption of the conference report in both houses 


of Congress eame with such suddenness, and with the 
absence of anticipated opposition, that the Services were 
taken by Surprise. The immediate reaction upon olfli- 
eers of the Army and Navy included in the pay in- 
creases was that of appreciation and gratitude for some 
measure of relief, and particularly that the increases 
were retroactive to Jan. 1. It may be said that only 
small minority of the commissioned personne! of the 
Army and Navy on duty in Washington expressed dis- 
satisfaction over the bill. The economic burdens of all 
dependent upon Service pay have been so serious that 
any measure of relief was welcome. And this was not 
all to gratify them, for in the transportation feature of 
the bill the Services had made a very great gain on tlie 
road toward justice. Also commutation of quarters, heat 
and light has been assured for two years, and by that 
time it will doubtless become firmly established and will 
be continued as a just and equitable allowance. On the 
whole, therefore, the Army and Navy can feel that there 
has been a distinct advance toward securing compensa- 
tion from the Government commensurate with the stand- 
ard of professional service rendered, though there can be 
no just basis for the inconsistency of abandoning the 
ofticers in the higher grades and the officers and men on 
the retired list. No amount of explaining by the House 
leaders who forced this disregard of the problems of 
these officers and men, abandoned in their plan to cvolve 
a pay increase measure that would hold the active 
younger elements in the Services, will-ever satisfy. ‘Ihe 
action was, as we have said, nothing short of brutal. 
Ilerein is a grievance which merits the condemnation of 
all right-thinking, upstanding Americans. It will not 
down, and Congress will have besmirched the fair fame 
of_ representative, democratic government should it fail 
to right this wrong. 

To all the friends of the Regular Services who helped 
to keep the important question of Service pay alive from 
the time it was first broached last September until suc- 
eess was won the Army and Navy are indebted. And 
they know the extent of such indebtedness, and will 
never forget. To the wives, mothers, sisters, for their 
unswerving loyalty and. their intensive cultivation 
friendships which influenced favorable consideration o! 
the needs of the Services, too much praise cannot be 
given. On bebalf of the officers from the War and Navy 
Departments who were entrusted with the interests of 
the Services and who labored so valiantly at the Capi- 
tol an abundance of praise and commendation is forth- 
coming. ‘They assuredly deserve the “well done” of al! 
whose economic burden has been lightened. For it should 
be realized by those who have not experienced the difii- 
culty of gaining legislation increasing government ex- 
penditure that there are obstacles to overcome at Washi- 
ington in such an enterprise which at times appear in- 
surmountable. Legislation of this character eannot be

Back Pay from Jan, 1, 1920. 

| Navy was prompt to act upon the information 
act had been signed by the President and on 
rning >f May 19 checks were sent to all Navy com- 
ned personnel on duty in Washington covering the 
iy due from ‘an. 1 to May 1, 1920. An “Alnav” 
message was also sent to all fleets and stations giving 
details of the pay and allowances under the new act and 
how these were to be ccmputed. This message, which 
was signed by Assistant Secretary Roosevelt, acting, 
ended: “Congratulations on getting this increase; better 
juck next time.” The Marine Corps officers on duty in 
Washington were to get back-pay checks made out to 
May 15 before the close of the week and the paymaster 
has all details arranged so that officers and men wher- 

ever stationed may be paid promptly. 

The officers and men of the Army, however, did not 
receive aS immediate payment of their back pay, be- 
cause the provisions of the act as relating to the Army, 
and particularly the enlisted men, are not clear. . After 
a study of the act the Director of Finance concluded that 
an interpretation of the provisions relative to Army pay 
from the Comptroller of the Treasury would be required 
before proceeding to follow out the new law. The use 
of the terms “initial” and “base” pay presented compli- 
cations, and it was not clear whether the increase for 
enlisted men was to be rated on their service pay at the 
time the act was approved or not. As to the commis- 
sioned officers, the question arose whether the inerease 
was in addition to pay on foreign service, and whether 
back pay should be computed on rank held now for the 
entire period since Jan. 1, 1920, or figured on the rank 
of an officer from month to month: The framers of the 
bill evidently overlooked the fact that more than 1,000 
demotions in the Army have occurred since Jan. 1. 

The Adjutant General has directed, pending interpreta- 
tion of the provisions of the Pay Increase bill affecting 
officers on foreign service, that Army officers on duty in 
the United States receive back pay indicated in the bill 
for the several ranks. Officers on duty in Washington 
therefore have received checks for back pay or will re- 
ceive them before the close of the week, and other Army 
officers will receive their back pay as soon as possible. It 
is expeeted that the Comptroller’s interpretation will be 
received in time to make all back pay payments through- 
out the Army on the pay vouchers for May 31. 

In Section 15 of the act nothing is stated as to what 
appropriations are available for the Army increase 
granted, provision being made in this only for the Navy 
and Marine Corps; another problem to be submitted to 
the Comptroller. Regrettable though this delay cer- 
tainly is, the action of the Director of Finance in re- 
questing an interpretation from the Comptroller of the 
Treasury was made imperative by the indecisive lan- 
guage of the act. The back pay, however, and the in- 
crease of the monthly checks when they do reach the offi- 
cers and enlisted men, will be all*the more welcome for 
this brief period of added waiting until the matter is 
cleared up so that there may be no shadow of doubt. 

Change of Station Traveling Expenses. 

One of the brightest spots in the Pay Increase Act is 
to be found in Section 12 providing for transportation in 
kind for the wife or dependent child or children of offi- 
cers and men of all the Services on making a permanent 
change of station. Unlike most of the other provisions 
in the act, this is permanent legislation, for the text of 
the section reads, “That hereafter,” without any of the 
limitations as to time which the other sections contain 
giving the life of the present pay increases to June 30, 
1922, inclusive. The inclusion of the Navy personnel in 
the benefits of all existing laws appiying to the Army and 
the Marine Corps for the transportation of household 
effects removes another unfair distinction that had mili- 
tated against the Navy personnel in favor of the Army 
and Marine Corps. “Change of station” will have its 
troubles, regrets and anticipations as in the past. But 
the cost, hitherto attendant on this necessary Service 
duty, will be less a burden than it has been. We be- 
lieve that this is one feature of the bill that will meet 
tniversal approval throughout the Services.

THE QUESTION OF RETIRED PAY. 

The Service Pay Increase act text begins with the 
declaration “That commencing Jan. 1, 1920, commis- 
sioned offieers of the Army, Navy, Marine Corps and 
Public Health Service shall be paid, in addition to all 
pay and allowances now allowed by law, increases at 
rates per annum as follows,” ete. Yet, for the first time 
in the history of pay increase legislation for the Ser- 
vices, the retired officers are denicd the benefits of in- 
creased pay provided. The point is raised, and justly 
we think, as to how an act that expressly provides in- 
creases of pay for “commissioned officers of the Army, 
Navy,” ete., can exclude retired officers from its benefits, 
since they are commissioned officers and will remain so 
until the hand of death rubs their names off the Army 
or Navy rolls. The retired enlisted men come within the 
same eategory of exelusion and with equal injustice. Yet 
Section 4 of the act provides that “pay of all enlisted 
men of the Army and Marine Corps,” etc., is increased. 
Surely enlisted men on the retired list are none the less 
a part of the Services. 

Section 13, to be sure, specifically provides that “the 
increases provided in this act shall not enter into the 
‘omputation of the retired pay of oflicers or enlisted men 
who may be retired prior to July 1, 1922.” And therein 
lies the greatest injustice of the bill. 

here appears to be a looseness of phraseology in this 
clause. We do not wish to raise false hopes, and do not 
believe that such an interpretation will be given to the 
law as passed, but as a matter of academic discussion, 
at least, it is of interest to consider whether the act as 
it reads might not be open to a legal interpretation that 
would include in its increase provisions those retired 
prior to May 18, 1920, the date the act became a law, 
and exclude only those retired between May 18, 1920, 
and July 1, 1922. The clause of Section 13 noted reads 
“those who may be retired prior to July 1, 1922.” It 
does not read “who have been or may be retired” prior 
to 1922. And it would seem that without the latter 
phrase the law does not clearly exclude those who have 
been retired prior to the date of its passage. It is re- 
grettably clear, however, from the conference and Con- 
gressional discussions of the bill, that it was the purpose 
to exclude the retired list. So it is hardly to be believed 
that the favorable interpretation would be granted under 
a merely ambiguous wording of its text.

A CAMPAIGN AGAINST THE BONUS. 


The troubled course of the war bonus legislation has 
assumed a new phase in the past week. Aside from the 
apparent impossibility of the members of the House of 
Representatives agreeing on the form of taxes to be 
levied (a new plan or a variation of the ones proposed 
being suggested almost daily) a national movement has 
been inaugurated by former Service men and women to 
fight the bonus plan. Henry L. Stimson, former Secre- 
tary of War and more recently a colonel in the emer- 
gency Army, is chairman of an organization styled the 
Committee for Aid to Disabled Veterans and Referen- 
dum on the Bonus.that has been organized to lead the 
fight against the bonus plan being carried out, A na- 
tional headquarters is to be opened in New York city to 
direct the organization, which is already under way in 
forty-eight states and more than 500 cities. The plan 
of the organization is to carry through a referendum 
vote among former Service men and women on the bonus, 
and to obtain preferential treatment. of the disabled, 


wounded, physically unfit and dependents of those who © 


died in the Service. 


In a statement as to the anti-bonus campaign made ' 


public by Mr. Stimson on May 17 he declared there was 


not only a large proportion of former Service men who ; 


were opposed to the granting of a bonus, but also that 
“the public should realize that the bonus hunters do not 
represent a united body of ex-Service men. For reasons 


best known ‘to ‘themselves the agitators have never al-— 


lowed the. question of the bonus to be submitted to ‘the 
American Legion members for a vote. They have pre- 
ferred to conduct the affairs of the legion on the mili- 
tary plan, with ebedience to officers’ commands as the 
first rule. ‘Thus, until now, very little has been heard 
from the ex-Service men on the other side of this ques- 
tion. We propose that they shall be heard and that an 
organization representing less than twelve per cent. of 
the total number of men out of the Service—an organiza- 
tion whose own members are divided on the question— 
shall not be allowed to speak with authority for 5,000,- 
000 ex-Service men, nearly nine-tenths of whom have 
never been consulted or heard.” 

His practical knowledge of the workings of Govern- 
ment machinery enables Mr. Stimson to point out an- 
other threatened evil if the plan is enacted into law of 
granting a bonus to all men and women who served in 
the Military Establishment during hostilities in the 
World War. This is that to carry out the plan success- 
fully it would be necessary to establish Government bu- 
reaus which will require the employment of many offi- 
cials and clerks. Sueh an organization will not alone 
add enormously to the cost of the bonus plan but, in 
Mr. Stimson’s opinion, will create more impediments in 
the way of establishing contact between wounded and 
disabled soldiers and the dependents of those who died 
in the Services and the Government relief agencies. 


“There will be,” he says, “machinery heaped upon ma- 


chinery, with the inevitable result that the wounded and 
disabled dependent of the war will be made to suffer for 
the benefit of those who came through unveathed.” We 
were of the opinion that not all the former Service mon 
and women were in agreement as to this bouus plan, and 


that many of them resented it we knew. Sut that so 
large a proportion of those who had served in the Army 
or Navy during hostilities are not repecsented by the 
American Legion as Mr. Stimson states is the cas¢ is 
surprising. Le is to be commended for bringing this 
Whole question to the point where a referendum can. be 
taken on it, although we do not observe signs anywhere 
of a referendum for those who are to pay the bills for 
such legislation. Nor docs there seem to be any sugges- 
tion made that ..rmy and Navy oflicers and enlisted men 


be included in the referendum. They should be given 
equal opportunity in this matter with men who are no 
longer in the Services, 

The economic aspect of this bonus legislation is caus- 
ing more and more opposition against it throughout the 
country. The straits to which the members of the House 
of Representatives are put in this matter is illustrated 
by the many changes in suggestions for levying taxes 
and in the terms of the bonus itself. ‘The proposal to 
grant an allowance of $1 a day to men who served at 
home while men who went overseas would be granted 
$1.25 a day is a patent absurdity in the way of legisla- 
tion of this character since inequality in soldiers’ pay 
with that of men in civilian employment is one of the 
main arguments of former Service men seeking the bo- 
nus for the time they spent in the Army or Navy. If 
Congress should establish two ratings for the bonus 
based on home and foreign service the men forced to re- 
imain in the United States by military necessity would 
have as logical cause for complaint against this distinc- 
tion as the bonus seekers have now in comparing their 
pay with that of civilians during hostilities. It appears 
that Congress is not so strongly in favor of granting the 
bonus as it was a month or two ago owing to public op- 
position to the plan and the courage of several ‘members 
of the House in openly protesting against such legisla- 
tion. It is to be hoped that Mr. Stimson’s new move- 
ment will meet with the success it deserves.

AIR SERVICE LEGISLATION. 
Attack on Army and Navy Aircraft Policy. 

In the Air Service provisions of the Army Appropria- 
tion bill (H.R. 13587) there is a paragraph which at- 
tacks the Army and Navy aircraft policy approved by 
the Joint Board and the War and Navy Departments, 
and promulgated in orders issued in January, 1920. This 
paragraph: in the bill states: “That hereafter the Army 
Air Service shall control all aerial operations from land 
bases, and that naval aviation shall have control of all 
aerial operations attached to a fleet, including fleet 
shore bases.” The last four words were added by Senate 
amendment. This evident purpose to restrict Navy avia- 
tion has resulted in representations to both the House 
and Senate Committees on Military Affairs by Secretary 
Daniels and Seeretary Baker, who have called attention 
to the established policy, and protesting that there is no 
equity or justice in the provision as written in the bill. 
While the action interjects the question of executive 
and legislative functions as affecting this particular pro- 
vision, the discovery of the “joker” has caused a search- 
ing for those responsible for this attempt to undo the 





policy of the War and Navy Departments. While there - 


is keen competition in aeronautics between the Servicem 
the Secretaries, it has been stated at both the War and 


Navy Departments, are strongly opposed to the enter-- 


prise of any person which would attempt to break down 
the excellent team work established during the last year, 
and ‘they insist that this provision be expunged from the 
bill. ‘It is anticipated the proviso will be the cause of 
lively debate when the amended bill comes up for final 
consideration. 

Recognition for Aviation in the Navy. 

The bill (H.R. 14123) introduced on May 18 by Rep- 
resentative Hicks, chairman of the aviation sub-com- 
mittee of the House Committee on Naval Affairs, would 
restore to Navy aviation the position it held until the 
Aviation Division was abolished by order of the Chief of 
Operations nearly a year ago. In fact, this bill would 
have Navy aviation take a position in the Naval Estab- 
lishment on a par with that of the Air Service in the 
Army. The creation of a Bureau of Aeronautics in the 
Navy Department is generally approved by the commis- 
sioned personnel of the Service, and what adverse com- 
ment has been heard centered on the question of per- 
sonnel. That question, however, may not cause any dif- 
ficulties, for the Hicks bill authorizes the Secretary of 
the Navy to detail to aviation duty. “such officers and 
men from the Navy and Marine Corps as in his judg- 
ment the Service requires.” -The Chief of the Bureau of 
Aeronautics will have the rank of rear admiral, for the 
bill states that this chief shall have corresponding rank 
prescribed for chiefs of bureaus of the Navy Department. 
According to officers who have been on aviation duty for 
the last year, conditions after the disintegration of the 
division have been far from happy and have not made 
for the largest progress in Navy -aviation. It is hoped 
that under a separate bureau there will soon be such 
co-ordination and co-operation for the advancement of 
aviation that the check suffered by a year’s absence of a 
centralized effort will be very quickly overcome and 
Navy aviation take its rightful place as a world leader 
in this specialized seience as applied to warfare on the 


sea. 
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Navigation to fix arbitrarily the complements of the Ships. TI 
heliewe that I.was the first Chief of Bureau who ever attempted 
to revise these complements by reference to boards of officers 
appointed by the Commander-in-Chief of the Fleet. Unfortu- 
nately, however, the reports of these boards differed so widely 
in eases of certain battleshigs of the same type that full confi- 
dence could not be placed in them. The’ controversy which 
prose over these reports being sent to the House Naval Com- 
mittee by persons unknown for use as propaganda, befogged the 
issue, and led to a general belief in the Service that I was op- 
posed to an increase of enlisted personnel. This idea was pre- 
posterous, as subsequent events proved. Notably, the passage 
of legislation in ‘1916 which increased the enlisted strength to 


practically. 100,000 men. This total included 76,700 fighting 
n, in addition to the Medical Corps and some others, which 
iber the President could increase to 87,000, making 100,000 
, all, For this legislation I had labored for many months, and 
s finally successful in that my recommendation was enacted 
iw without a single figure being changed by Congress. 
is large iner@tee was made from an enlisted strength of some 
51.000 men, It so far exceeded the recommendations of the 
General Board and of other high ranking officers that everyone 
experienced great surprise. 
I wish to say in this connection that it was not my custom 
make recommendations to committees of Congress on matters 


volving policy that did not meet the approval of the Admin- 

tration. If, as was sometimes the case, such approval was 
a long time in coming I bore the burden in silence without ex- 
planation of the reasons to the Service. - Any other course on 
iny part would have been disloyal to my civilian chief, who was 
responsible to the people for his administration of the Navy and 
the establishment of its policies, as well as a source of danger 
to the nation. Recent European history amply demonstrates 
how @ government can be destroyed and a whole nation de- 
bauched by the arrogance of the military in assuming to, itself 
to decide upon state policies, ’ 

During my hearings before the House Naval Committee, 
which considered the “estimates” to which Admiral McKean 
referred, I explicitly stated in effect that they were only “‘esti- 
mates” based on certain conditions that governed, and were not 
to be taken as recommendations from me. I ‘am all the more 
surprised at Admiral McKean's statement for the reason that 
he was in the department and presumably cognizant of my ac- 
tivities towards securing legislation for the Navy that would 
place it on a@ firm basis and raise it to the highest degree of 
efficiency. To what extent I was successful in my efforts is 
shown by the amount of personnel legislation urged by me and 
enacted into law during my regime as Chief of Bureau. 

Among the principal items of such legislation were the fol 
lowing: (a) The provision creating « Chief of Naval Operations 
in the Navy Department organization. (b) The provision for 
admirals and vice admirals in the organization of the Fleet. 
(c) The reorganization and increase of the officer personnel of 
the Navy, basing the total number of officers on a percentage 
ef the enlisted strength, and distributing the number of officers 
throughout the various grades in order to insure an automatic 
and healthy flow of promotion. (d) The creation of the Naval 
Reserve Force. This measure not only created a Naval Réserve 
Force, but it also contained excellent provisions for the regular 
enlisted force, by offering great inducements for long service of 
the men, and for reclaiming to the regular service or to the 
reserve the many thousands of well-trained ex-Service men in 
civil life, as well as increasing the morale by placing a high 
premium upon honorable service, (¢€) The provision increasing 
the enlisted strength from about 54,000 to practically 100,000 
men. 

There were many other measures of minor importance that 
were initiated and urged by me until) enacted into law. All these 
measures Were passed as provisions of appropriation bills, and 
therefore were subject to a point of order. It was amusing to 
read the statement of a high ranking officer to the effect that 
he had recommended the creation of a Chief of Naval Opera- 
tions, and that his recommendation was adopted, notwithstand- 
ing the opposition of the Secretary. of the Navy and of the ma- 
jority of the Naval Committee. That would, indeed, seem 
strange, when it is known that the opposition of only one mem- 
per of Congress was required to defeat it. 

The position in which Admiral McKean has placed me makes 
it necessary for me to bring to light matters in regard to per- 
sonnel legislation which would seem to éxploit myself. This, 
however, is far from my desire or intention. Regardless of 
what others did, I worked hard to have the office of Chief of 
Naval. Operations authorized, giving it the maximum power 
possible under the Secretary of the Navy. It was I, against 
much opposition, who insisted on having it written into law 
that the Chief of Naval Operations would be in succession to 
act as Secretary of the Navy next to the Assistant Secretary, 
although I as Chief of the Bureau of Navigation at the time, 
had that. prerogative. When the law went jnto effect I subor- 
dinated myself and my bureau to the Chief of Naval Operations 
as an example to the other bureans to regard him as their 
military chief—al! this that the Navy might be better organ- 
ized for war. As for the other items of legislation mentioned 
herein, I not only initiated them, but urged them continually 
until they were finally enacted into law. Some of these required 
ménths, and others years. As your committee well Knows, it is 
one thing to recommend legislation and another thing to get it 
through. 

The provision reorganizing the officer personnel on a per- 
eentage basis of ‘he enlisted force with a percentage of. distri 
bution in the various grades, was proposed and drafted by me 

rsonally. Many m h:hs of effert were expended in collecting 
ata about foreign navies, making tables of same, and prodnc- 
ing arguments fwr convincing the @ ent and members of 
Congress of the advantages of this islation. Same may be 
said of the provision creating the Naval Reserve Force. This 
was also entirely my own. It was evolved from lengthy studies 
of foreign systems, and from a large mass of correspondence 
with many persons throughout the country. More than twe 
years were taken up in efforts to get this Jegislation through. 
It provided for enrolling and training an unlimited number of 
officers and men for war service. And, again, thé increase in 
the enlisted force (Regular) from about 54,000 to practically 
100,000 required many months of effort on my part in. co},»cting 
data and writing arguments to show the necessity. for the 
increase, etc. 

“When I first took over the duties of the bureau, I found the 
Navy woefully short of officers, and did everything possible to 
iterease the oiitput of the Naval Academy and to provide for 
commissioning deserving enlisted men, as well as civilians. The 
history of legislation affecting these matters that passed during 
my incumbency of the, bureau amply shows that my efforts in 
this regard were at least fairly successful. It must be remem- 
bered that all my work in connection with the above mentioned 
legislation was in addition to the regular routine work of the 
bureau. The fact of the — breakdown which I have 
undergone, and which cut short my active career in the Navy, 
f directly traceable to the burden of overwork’ performed ia 
eonnection with the above mentioned matters. 

Before closing, I wish to say that ail the legislation mentioned 
above was approved by Seeretary Daniels before being sent to a 
eommitiee of Congress. I wish to say in éonclusion that all 
statements made herein are matters of record in the department, 
and in the naval committees, and as such are susceptible of 
proof; if not actually recorded, they come within the knowledge 
of officials and naval officers now in Washington or close at 
hand. In this connection, I refer to Senator Swanson and 
Senator Lodge of the Senate Naval Committee, and to Mr. Pad- 
gett and Mr. Butler of, the House Naval Committee. All of these 
gentlemen were indefatigable in their efforts to make the Navy 
one hundred per cent. efficient, and it is a pleasure to know 
that I was privileged to work with them. The Secretary of the 
Navy has firsthand knowledge of all my efforts in behalf of the 
Navy. Admiral Benson krows about my activities in regard to 
the office of Chief of Naval Operations. Capt. Ridley McLean, 
who was Judge Advocate General at the time, and who trans- 
lated proposed legislation into legal phraseology, knows about 
my efforts in that regard, especially as to the legislation’ creat-

The Naval Reserve. 

Secretary Daniels refuted the charges that hé objected 
to the creation of a Naval Reserve and in this cénnec- 
tion declared that only “strict orders were given'to pre- 
vent the threatened abuse of wholesalé commissions in 
the Reserve to men not qualified.” The Secretary highly 
praised the efficiency ‘of the Naval Reserves’ and their 
service in the war, adding that the “Reserves had en- 
thusiasm born of high ‘patriotism, zeal and ambition, 
and in a remarkably short time many of them learned 
so rapidly that they deserved the fine things said about 
the Regulars. It is hard to know how we could have 
managed to furnish créws to the troop transports and 
ships for carrying ammunition and supplies and per- 
formed the other varied and important, not a few of 
them new duties, unless legislation had been enacted 
prior to the war which gave power to enroll any neces- 
sary number of men for the big task assigned to the 
Navy.” On a few occasions shortly after the outbreak 
of the war, the Secretary.said, he was forced to issue 
orders to prevent “the wholesale commissioning of young 
men as officers in Class 4, known as the Naval Coast 
Defense Reserve.” He was afraid that it might be given 
the name of “slackers’ paradise.” His purpose was to 
utilize every man and officer in the Nayal Reserve for 
any duty, no matter.from where the call ¢ame, and the 
plan was successful, said the Secretary, who reviewed 
the policy pursued in the education of enlisted and Re- 
serve personnel and the establishment of schools for such 
purpose. 


Testimony of the Admirals. 


Mr. Daniels submitted a report on the increase in the 


number of Navy officers since 1913, the work of the many 
Navy schools for the enlisted personnel, and read a let- 
ter dated May 18, 1920, from Admiral Henry T. Mayo, 
U.S.N. as follows: 

“My Dear Mr. Secretary—I have this morning read 
your statement before the Senate sub-committee made 
on May 14. I think you are undoubtedly right in hold- 
ing that Admiral Sims’s charge as to the respousibility 
of the Navy for the loss et 500,000 lives, etc., is en- 
tircly unwarranted. I consider that this assertion of 
Admiral Sims is a wild statement not at ali susceptible 
ef proof, and it is an unwarranted attack upon the Navy 
Department and the Navy.” 

Admiral Sims and all other witnesses agree, said the 
Secretary, that “the Navy as a whole did great work in 
the war.” In this connection the Secretary declared 
that Admiral Plunkett has testified the gunnery was in 
the highest state of efficiency, and that Admiral Mayo 
said “the fleet was in:the best state of preparedness.” 
All the principal things Admiral Viske urged were done, 
said Mr. Daniels; Admiral Fullam, he continued, told

ready for war; Admiral Rodman says the battleships he 
commanded were equal to any in the British Graad 
Vleet ; Admiral Wilson declared the U.S. fleet could }-ave 
defeated the Germans; Admiral Fletcher stated the Navy 
was as well prepared as any other: Navy; Admiral Nib- 
lack told-of the Navy’s work in conducting convoy sys- 
tem, and success of policy of arming merchantmen; Ad- 
miral Straus said the mine barrages wouldhave ended 
the submarine menace; Captain Pratt said the Navy 
-Department gave fullest assistance and supporr to the 
Allies; Admiral McKean told how plans were made and 
work pushed on ships and material from 1915 on; Ad- 
miral Benson testified everything that the Navy had 
control of was prepared and every possible step tak=n. 
In conclusion Secretary Daniels presented a further sum- 
mary of the testimony in which he declared: “Gentie- 
men, you have had before you eleven high ranking offi- 
cers of. the Navy, who, during the war, had charge of 
our most important activities. Ten of them in their 
testimony refute’ the charges made by Admiral Sims, the 
eleventh. The vote stands 0 to 1. If Admiral Gleaves, 
who is commander-in-chief of the Asiatic Fleet, could 
have been here to testify I have no doubt the vote would 
have been 11 ‘to 1 of the twelve offieers who, under the 
Secretary of the Navy, had the places of chief responsi- 
bility during the World War. The officers who, upon 
minor details, made criticisms, either were not in the 
war at all or held positions not comparable in responsi- 
bility to those entrusted with the twelve, some holding 
positions so unimportant or subordinate as not to give 
them opportunity to-know the great policies and activi- 
ties of the Navy in the. World War.” 


Cherge of Delay “Disproved.” 


He further emphasized that “the really one serious 
charge—that the. Nayy:Department,.by delgys, prolonged 
the war four months—has been so completely disproved 
tiat even the most ignorant or prejudiced cannot give it 
eredence. If ali the delays.alleged were true—and they 
are not—they would:have had no appreciable effect. upon 
the result. The war. was won,.and that the Navy did 
its full: share toward.that great result has been thor- 
oughly established. That it was 100. per cent. perfect, 
that no mistakes were made, no one for a moment con- 
tends. But it has established that fewer mistakes were 
made in plans, policy or operations than. were made by 
any other navy, or by. our own -Navy .in any previous 
war. The testimony. proves that no department of our 


own or any other government.functioned mere efficiently, » 


made decisioss more promptly, or put them into execu- 
tion more swiftly or successfully.” 

The Navy Department, Mr. Daniels said, “was in no 
way responsible for this investigation.” In presenting 
his complete testimony, the Secretary declared: “I have 
performed a solemn duty I owed to the more than half a 
million men who served in the Navy.during the World 
War and served with ardor and efficiency of a noble pa- 
triotism. . ~ «+1 have performed my: sacred duty to 
the courageous young lads who lost. their lives and 
gained immortality in the Naval Service. I have per- 
formed my high duty to the responsible officers of the 
Navy, who, charged with duties calling for. initiative, 
ability and resourcefulness under great stress, more than 
measured up to the high expectations of the American 
people. When victory came the officers.of the Navy 
held, and deservedly, a place in the-grateful admiration 
of the American people higher than in any period of our 
history.” . : 

The Service had met the test, both Regulars and Re- 
serves, said the Secretary, adding: “Finally, I have 
performed my responsible and happy duty.to the Ameri- 
ean people and to the nations with which we were asso- 
eiated in the World War by,presenting with some degree 
of particularity the naval effort in the great struggle. 
The Navy was their reliance when world justice was 
imperiled. They knew.it, was ready, fit, efficient, and

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U.S. NAVAL RECORDS AND LIBRARY. 


Capt. ©. O. Marsh, U.S.N., retired, recently relieved 
as officer in-charge of Naval Records and Library; Navy, 
Department, was to sail on May 20 for. Europe. He has 
been assigned as naval attaché at the U.S. Embassy at 
Madrid. “When the United States entered the World 
War Capt. and Mrs. Marsh were in Francs. [fh re- 
turned to this country immediately and requested active 
duty, being placed in charge of the transfer of Naval 
Militia to the Naval Reserve Force. That work com- 
pleted he was detailed as chief of staff to the commander 
of the Ist Naval District, and a° year ago-was ordered 
to Washington and placed in’chiarge of the history’ see- 
tion and Navy library.

Would Retain Emergency Officers After June 30, 1920, 

LL.M. 14108, intreduced in the House by Mr. Kabn on 
May 17, authorizes the Seeretary of War, vwatil Dee. 51, 
1920, to maintain such commissioned personnel, in addi- 
tion to the officers of the permanent establishment, and 
to retain in their temporary grades such officers of the 
Regular Army as in his judgment may be necessary for 
the proper performance of the functions of the military 
establishment. It is also provided that after June 3, 
1920, the number of commissioned officers on active duty, 
exclusive of retired ollicers ard disabled emergency offli- 
ecers undergoing treatment, shall not exceed 18,000, and 
that officers in addition to those of the permanent per- 
sonnel shall be seeured by retention in the Service, with 
their consent, and under their present commissions of 
emergency oflicers, and by ordering officers of the Re- 
serve Corps, with their consent, to active duty. The 
l’resident is authorized to discharge officers from their 
temporary or emergency commissions for any cause 
which he believes would promote the interests of the 
public service. He is given sole authority to appoint in 
the same or lower grades, for the period ending Dec. 31, 
1920, otficers discharged by him under the provision 
named. Ov May 17 there were. 7,346 emergency officers 
on the active list, of which about 5,800 are applicants 
for Regular Army commissions, 


Dension Approprictions. 


The Senate Committee on Pensions, reporting the 
I’ension Appropriation bill (H.R. 13416), recommends 
that the amount of the bill be increased from $214,000,000 
to $279,000,000, and the amount for medical examina- 
tion be raised to $150,000. The report says: “Since the 
passage of the bill by the House the so-called ‘Fuller bill’ 
has become a law, and as that law materially imcrease~ 
the pensions of soldiers and sailors of the Civil War, 
their widows and dependents, the officials of the lension 
Burcan estimate that $65,000,000 addition will be required 
for the payment of the same, which has been added by 
your committee. In addition, that law provides a rate of 
$72 per month to those veterans who have beeome so 
disabled as to require the personal aid and attention of 
another person, and as this condition can only be de- 
termined by a medical cxamination tho officials of the 
Pension Office estimate that it will be necessary to have 
$150,000 for fees and expenses of examining surgeons 
instead of the $20,000 provided as the bill passed the 
House of Representatives, and your committee have ac- 
cordingly recommended the increase for that purpose. 
The House also, on March 1, 1920, passed H.R. 2, enti- 
tled ‘An act to pension soldiers of the war with Spain, 
the Philippine insurrection, and the China relief expedi- 
tion.’ It has been estimated that during the next Becal 
year this act would require an additional sum of 
$12,500,000 for the payment of pensions. 

“The appropriations carried in this bill for the pay- 
ment of pensions and the additional amounts that will 
be required in this bill if the pending measures referred 
to in this report are cnacted, oe payments only to 
a very few participants or beneficiaries of participants in 
the war of 1917. ere were on the rolls of the Pension 
Bureau on June 30, 1919, 115 persons who served in the 
war of 1917. This number represents those who became 
entitled to pensions because of service between April 6. 
1917, and Oct. 6, 1917, the latter date being the date of 
approval of the War Risk Insurance act. All of the re- 
mainder of the persons serving in the war of 1917, who 
may be entitled to receive compensation, are to be paid 
by the Bureau of War Risk Insurance under the provi- 
sions of the Act of Oct, 6, 1917, as amended.” 


Distribution of War Relics. 


The House Committce on Military Affairs, reporting 
the bill S. 643, for distribution war devices and 
trophies, recommends a number of amendments. It is 
the intention of this legislation to give authority to the 
War Department to distribute the field guns, howitzers 
and trench mortars, as well as the machine guns and 
other material captured by or surrendered to the Ameri- 
can Army in the war with Germany, to the various 
states, territories and the District of Columbia in pro- 
portion to the total number of troops furnished by each 
during the World War between April 7, 1917, and Noy. 
11, 1918, ineluding Regular Army, National Army, Na- 
tional Guard, Navy, Marine Corps, Coast Guard and 
United States Guards. There are also a considerable 
number of rifles, machine guns and other material that 
can be distributed. The bill as passed by the Senate pro- 
vided that the distribution shall be made through the 
governor or chief executive of cach state of the several! 
states and territories. The House committee recommends 
that the distribution shall be made through the Senators 
and Representatives comprising the state delegations in 
Congress from each state, from the several territories by 
the delegate to Congress from each territory, and in the 
District of Columbia throngh the Board of Commis- 
sioners of the District of Columbia. The Secretary of 
War is also authorized and empowered to make all rules 
and regulations to carry the act into effect.

NAVY INQUIRY OF NEWPORT CHARGES. 
Vice Investigation Mcthods Questioned. 

Rear Admiral A. P. Niblack, U.S.N., Director of 
Naval Intelligence, was a witness on May 19 before the 
court of inquiry that is conducting an investigation of 
the charges made concerning the Navy's methods of sup- 
pressing vice at Newport, R.I, Admiral Niblack stated 
that although authorizing their operations, the Office of 
Naval Intelligence had no knowledge of the methods em- 
ployed by Navy personne! detailed last May to aid in 
the suppression of certain alleged immoral practices at 
the Newport Naval Training Station. Responsibility 
for the methods of those assigned to the work, which 


‘have been assailed as “vie ous and unspeakable” in a com- 


plaint lodged with the Navy Department by the Minis- 
ters’ Union of Newport, said Admiral Niblack, rested 
in not the slighest degree upon anyone in the Navy De- 
partment. The method adopted in gaining evidence was, 
he said, left entirely to the initiative of those detailed 
to this work and he did not believe that anyone in the 
Navy Department knew what methods were being pur- 
sued. When on order of Acting Secretary Roosevelt on 
May 5, 1919, he detailed Lieut. E. M. Hudson and Chief 
Machinist's Mate Irving Arvold to secure positive evi- 
dence against persons who had been placed under sus- 
picion by a prior court of inquiry at Newport, he be- 
lieved, said the Admiral, that thé enlisted men placed 
under them would be used only as detectors of crime. 
Until he had talked to Lieutenant Hudson in Washing- 
ton in September last he had not learned that it was 
charged the men were called upon to subject themselves 
to immoral acts. Lieutenant Hudson was in Washing- 
ton at that time. said the Admiral, in connection with 
the demand of Bishop Perrs, of Rhode Island. that the 
Navy Department offer public apology to the Rev. Sam- 
nel N. Kent, of Newport, who had been acquitted in the 
Iederal court at Providence on charges brought on evi- 
denee alleged to have been secured against him by some 
of the men under Lieutenant Hudson. Admiral Nil- 
lack read a letter to Bishop Derry, prepared by him in 
October last for Secretary Danicls’s signature, stating 
that after a thorough review of the evidence against Dr. 
Kent it was felt the Navy Department could offer him 
no apology. Under cross-examination by counsel for 
the Ministers’ Union the Admiral declareJ that in tak- 
ing this position on the evidence against Dr. Kent he 
in no wise sanctioned the methods used in obtaining it, 
adding: “I was not at that time passing on the questian 
of how the evidence was secured: I was considering 
solely the case of Dr. Kent and the Bishop's request: 
you can’t stop to consider methods when you are after a 
rattlesnake.”

Assistant Secreta Roosevelt appeared before the 
court on May 20. He testified that although the Navy 
personnel detailed as investigators in the suppression of 
vice at Newport were attac directly to his officer, he 
ak.

dentials. Cross-examination of Mr. Roosevelt took place 
on May 21, and Secretary Daniels was expected tu tes- 
tify on May 22.

The circumstances regarding the graduation of the 
cadets who entered West Point in June and November, 
1918, and who will be graduated in June, 1920, and 
June, 1921, respectively, are fully set forth in the an- 
nual repert of Brig. Gen. S. BE. Tillman, U.S.A., as Su- 
perintendent of the U.S. Military Academy in 1919. On 
this point General Tillman wrote: “Owing to the early 
graduation of three classes in 1918, the last two (second 
and third classes) on Nov. 1, there was left on Nov. 2 
only the fourth class, the class that entered in June of 
that year, containing 425 members. The total number 
of appointees after the early graduations of Nov. 1 was 
337. These appointees were admitted without the usual 
mental tests and with the expectation and promise that 
they would be graduated the following June after hav- 
ing taken a greatly modified course of instruction at the 
academy. Owing to the ternenation of hostilities on 
Noy. 11, 1918, the third class, consisting of 280 mem 
bers, which had gone out on Nov. 1, was returned to the 
academy on De 1 to remain under instruction until 
June of this year [1919]. This class returned to the 
academy on Dee. 1 as commissioned officers unassigned. 
Concomitantly with the return of the third elass to the 
academy and with the decision made as to its final de 
parture it was directed by the War Department that 
the course of study and the exercises be arranged with the 
view of graduating the class which entered in June, 
1918, in June, 1920, and the class which entered in No 
vember, 1918, in June, 1921. In accordance with the 
above indicated instructions the class of ‘student officers 
(academy third class) left the academy a second tinx 

June 11 [1919], receiving modified diplomas testify- 
ing to their accomplishments at the academy. ‘The other 
two classes which entered (one in June and the other in 
November, 1918) are being given greatly modified and 
abridged courses with the view of aa them in 
June, 1920, and 1921, respectively.”

Answer: Service medals (or 
ribbons) in order of the date of the services performed will be 
worn on the left breast in order from right to left of wearer. 

PRIVATE M. 8. asks: Enlisted Dec. 4, 1907: discharged 
Dec. 4, 1910. Re-enlisted Jan. 8, 1915; discharged Nov. 4, 
1919; re-enlisted for one year Nov. 5, 1919. Am TI entitled 
to the three months’ bonus? Answer: No; your ow y oppor- 
tunity was lost when you failed to re-enlist within three 
months of discharge Dec. 4, 1910. You have been drawing 
second enlistment pay since Jan. 8, 1915, and bonuc was not 
payable to any except those discharged in grade of private or 
musician in first enlistment, who re-enlisted within three 
months. Had your enlistment of Jan. 8, 1915, been your first 
instead of your second, then by reason of enlistment prior to 
Nov. 1, 1916, and being in grade of private Jan. 8, 1919, and 
perfecting continuous service status by re-enlisting as you did 
in November, 1919, you would be entitled. Answering other 
inquiries, we would say that no re-enlistment bonus is payable 
in any case where first enlistment was entered upon on or 
afier Nov. 1, 1916. 

G. H. H. asks: I enlisted in the National Guard of Penn 
sylvania July 3, 1917. Was discharged May 24, 1919, ending 
of emergency period. I re-enlisted May 24, 1919, for one 
year; will be discharged May 23, 1920. I was mustered into 
the Federal service July 15, 1917. This will be thirty-four 
months and eight days of active duty when discharged 23d of 
next month if I enlist the 23d of next month I will be on 
active duty three years on July 15. My next enlistment will 
be for a period of three years in same organization. Wil! I 
draw re-enlistment pay of 88 per month? Will I be entitled 
to three months’ re-enlistment pay? Anewer: It has been 
decided that enlistments for the emergency do not count in 
fixing your enlistment period.

NEWS FROM GUAM 


U.S. Naval Station, Pago Pago, Tutuila, 
American Samoa, March 28, 1920 

The following news is contained in the March issue of the 
U.S. official publication, O Le Fa’atonu: 

The U.S.S. Brutus, Comdr. J. R. Driggs, U.S.N., arrived at 
Tutuila from San Francisco on Feb. 21. She brought 3,000 
tons of coal, two handsome steam launches, two new pulling 
boats and several hundred tons of cargo for the station. The 
entire cargo was unloaded in ten days, coal being taken out 
at the rate of 400 tons per day for native labor. The Brutus 
is not & stranger in Samoa, she having been on duty at Apia 
in 1898, when civil war was imminent, but she has also made 
other voyages to Tutuila from the U.S. The ship sailed on 
March 24 on her return to San Francisco. 

The French warship Aldebaran, in command of Captain 
Giraud, arrived at Pago Pago on Feb. 28. Capt. Ww 
Terhune, U.S.N., commandant of the Naval Station and Gov- 
ernor of American Samoa, received Captain Giraud the same 
day and later, accompanied by his aid, Lieut. W. A. Mac 
Donald, U.S.A., returned the visit. That night a dance was 
given for the enlisted men of the French vessel, which was 
attended by Governor and Mrs. Terhune, officers and men of 
the U.S. Navy on the station and the captain, officers and 
enlisted men of the visiting ship. A special motion picture 
exhibition was given by the enlisted men of the station for 
the French enlisted men. The next evening Governor and 
Mrs. Terhune entertained Captain Giraud at dinner informally, 
and on the evening after, Captain Giraud and his officers 
formally. Covers were laid for eighteen. In addition to the 
visitors were Captain Driggs. Judge and Mrs. Noble and 
Lieuts. and Mesdames Reed, MacDonald, Cartwright, Barrow 
Dumstrey, Hall and Ives. A reception and dance followed 
the dinner, which were attended by other officers of the sta 
tion and their ladies, the officers of the Brutus and civil! 
officials’ and residents of the island. 

The following eulogy of the late Lieut. Comdr. B. M. Sny 
der, U.S.N., appears in the newspaper: ‘‘Announcement is 
made with profound sorrow of the death from influenza of 
our friend and associate, Lieut. Comdr. Bert M. Snyder, of 
the Civil Engineer Corps of the Navy, late Public Works 
Officer of the Naval Station and the first person ever assigned 
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by request to duty as Public Works Officer of the island 
government, an office of which he was extremely proud. 
Commander Snyder was a highly talented engineer, the de- 
signer and builder of the Naval Station water works, which 
constitutes an enduring monument to his abilities and energy, 
and of many other important improvements at the Naval 
Station. He possessed a very accurate knowledge of the 
Sumoan language and knew personally most of the native 
nbabitants ef Tutuila and Manu’a. He had a very affection- 
ate nature and was warmly interested in the Samoan people, 
vhom*he greatly admired He designed and built for them 
everal local water works and other local improvements and 
s an advocate of good roads. This officer was also greatly 
favor of a very rigid quarantine against influenza, realizing 
e necessity for keeping the disease from establishing itself 
ere. where it would spread death and desolation on all sides, 
In token of his eminent engineering and many other profes- 
sional qualities, of his ability as an organizer, and of his 
influence for good with the Samoan people, whom he always 
desired to help, his memory will long be cherished by the 
Governor and all the personnel of the station and island gov- 
ernment, as well as by allethe chiefs and people of American 
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ATHLETICS, U.S. ATLANTIC FLEET. 

Admiral H. B. Wilson, U.S.N., commander-in-chief of 
the U.S. Atlantic Fleet, has published a summary of 
athletie events held during the period from July 1, 1919, 
to May 1, 1920. He congratulates the captains, officers 
and men of the fleet on their successful athletic season, 
and says that the fleet athletics afford to a large num- 
ber of officers and men healthful exercise and amuse- 
ment. ‘The sports which are cited as being in a satis- 
factory condition are baseball, basketball, football, box- 
ing, wrestling, rifle matches, signal competition, field and 
track sports, sailing races, pulling races, swimming, offi- 
cers’ tennis and officers’ golf. We make the following 
extracts from the report: 2 

Lieut. Comdr. W. W. Smith defeated Lieut. Comdr. 
W. K. Kilpatrick for the Atlantic Fleet golf champion- 
ship. He wins the Atlantic Fleet golf trophy and a sil- 
ver cigarette case. In the ‘tennis singles for officers, 
Capt. C. R. Train of the Bridgeport defeated Lieut. C. 
'. Joy in the finals and won the championship and a 
silver cigarette case. Lieut. Comdr. C. E. Strickland 
and Lieut. (j.g-) J. H. Davis of the Arizona won the 
hampionship in the ‘tennis doubles by default, the De- 
stroyer Force entries being disqualified by the Fleet Ath- 
letie Board. The winners received handsome cigarette 
cases. 

The General Excellence Trophy awarded to the ship 
scoring the greatest number of points in all athletics for 
the year was won by the Arizona. There was keen con- 
test throughout the fleet for this trophy, only thirty 
points separating the two leading ships, . Arizona and 
Delaware. The complete figures of the standing of the 
ships for the General Excellence Trophy are as follows:

Thére are at present twenty-seven challenge trophies in 
the fleet. Medals are awarded for first, second and third 
places in fourteen track and swimming events, and a 
gold watch charm is awarded each member of the fleet 
championship baseball, football and basketball teams. 
selts are awarded to the holders of the fleet champion- 
ships in the twelve boxing and wrestling weights. _ 

As showing the great popularity of baseball, Admiral 
Wilson says that it is estimated that 5,000 officers and 
men witnessed each championship game at Guantanamo.

The Pennsylvania was second with 35, the 
Delaware third with 33 and the Florida was fourth with 
25 points. 

The Fleet Rifle Trophy match for teams of enlisted 
men was won by the Florida, score 1,809 points, with 
the Florida second with 1,800.

Much of this 
has been stopped, but the evil still exists and must be 
constantly watched.”

VOYAGE OF THE U.S. TRANSPORT AMERICA. 


A correspondent writing from on board the Army 
transport America, dated Tsing-tao, North China, April 
15, 1920, says: ‘““We have been in this port a week tak- 
ing on coal for the next leg of our long voyage. The 
weather is cool and the spring cherry blossoms are out 
and everything looks very beautiful. This city as you 
know was taken from the Germans by the Japanese and 
British early in the war, and is a wonderfully pretty 
and up-to-date place. Tsing-tao is well named the Ber- 
lin of the Orient. It has fine substantial modern build- 
ings, beautiful wide boulevards, streets and parks, fine 
bathing beaches, and a magnificent harbor. The latter is 
truly wonderful with its concrete docks, which allow big 
ships to land right alongside of them. To a former 
visitor, it now seems queer to see the Japanese in pos- 
session of the fine city, once the pride of the Germans, 
and with none of the latter race in it. 

“In this province of Shantung there are thirty million 
Chinese, and I will say the Jap knows how to handle the 
Chinaman to the letter. He has found a harness and 
wagon for them to work -with, and they certainly do 
work. The Chinese here are dirty and poor, and do not 
show the effect of the teaching of church missionary 
friends, who came here to show them the true way. 
have learned a great deal of Japanese character. He is 
a sharp, shrewd and clever individual, and a most royal 
one to entertain if he knows you. The Japanese gov- 
ernor here is also the military commandant. He is 
Major General Yuhi, a very fine soldier and gentleman. 
I visited him at his offices, which were most excellent in 
their lay-out. The officers of our Chief of Staff at Wash- 
ington have-nothing on those of General Yuhi’s, and are 
not run better. His residence is a modern palace, and 
everything is European style. He entertained a number 
of us at dinner, real American style, including wonderful 
dessert and choice wines. There is no prohibition law out 
here, thank the Lord, and you never see a drunken man. 

“The Jap likes America and its people, and more real 
Americans should be here with reliable first class goods, 
to get the trade, which the Jap is ready to give for the 
real stuff, not shoddy. They would like to deal with 
Americans first, but they must come with the real goods, 
equaling those of European manufacture. There are 
many British here after trade. The Japanese are run- 
ning Tsing-tao with great credit, and the place is cer- 
tainly one of the great prizes of the war. Its loss must 
be very bitterly mourned by the Germans, who spent so 
many millions on it, and which was so important to them 
for their prestige with the Asiatics. Will write you 
later, if possible, from Vladivostok, and other ports we 
touch at en route to Trieste.” 
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REGIMENTAL HISTORIES. 

The History of the 39th U.S. Infantry during the 
World War, by Major Robert B. Cole, 39th Inf., U.S.A., 
and Barnard Eberlin, late captain, 39th Inf., is pub- 
lished by the organization, now on duty at Camp Dodge, 
Iowa. Although its organization dates only from June 1, 
1917, the 39th Infantry, under command of Col. F. C. 
Bolles, who took it overseas and brought it home, was 
ove of the hardest, fighting regiments in the World War, 
its combat efficiency being proved by its long honor list 
of officers and men killed in action or wounded in the 
Aisne-Marne offensive, at the Vesle river and vicinity, 
and in the Verdun sector, and which together occupy six- 
teen large pages of small type, well attests. The history 
of this gallant organization, from its inception until its 
return to the United States, in August, 1918, is interest- 
ingly told, and will be read with interest not only by 
members of the regiment, past and present, but by others 
also. There are a number of amusing cartoons, by Lieut. 
Carlos Harrison, 39th Inf., while the excellent photo- 
graphs are by the 8th Field Signal Battalion and pub- 
lished by permission of the Signal Corps. 

History of the 313th U.S. Infantry (“Baltimore’s 
Own”), by Henry Thorn, jr. (Wynkoop Hallenbeck 
Crawford Co.: New York). The author, who was a lieu- 
tenant in the regiment, explains in a foreword that the 
book was written partly in France, by order of Col. C. B. 
Sweezey, the commanding officer, pursuant to instruc- 
tions from the commanding general of the 79th Division, 
and was completed after the regiment returned to the 
United States on June 1, 1919. It is necessarily brief 
but records the principal events in the history of the 
organization, from its formation in August, 1917, until 
its demobilization immediately after its return from over- 
seas. At the inception nearly all its higher officers were 
graduates of the Military Academy. The gallant work 
of the 313th on the bloody field of Montfaucon, the Bois 
de Malancourt, in the Troyon sector, on the Meuse and 
elsewhere, is modestly but graphically told, which adds to 
the attractiveness of the book. As was well said by Col. 
W. ©. Rogers, who was temporarily in command during 
the absence of Colonel Sweezey, who was with the or- 
ganization from the time of its formation until its re- 
turn from overseas, with a few brief exceptions, “It has 
made a fighting record of which a veteran regiment would 

proud.” The volume contains many interesting 
photographs and maps.

A former National Guardsman who served in the 
Home Guard writes: “I believe this patriotic organiza- 
tion did valuable service during the late war, especially 
in recruiting and drilling all classes of men for oversea 
service and also encouraging a military spirit with the 
young men subject to draft. There were many men like 
myself over the military age who joined the Home Guard 
to aid the Government during the war and took the oath 
to serve for duration of war, willing to serve at home 
or abroad. I was very sorry that the former Home 
Guardsmen were not made a third reserve, next to the 
National Guard.

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AMERICAN Lecion TO Apopr FRENCH ORPHANS. 

The American Legion on May 21 inaugurated a cam- 
paign for the readoption of approximately 3,000 of the 
more than 3,700 fatherless French children whom the 
American Expeditionary Force took under its wing dur- 
ing the war, and of whom only about 700 have been able 
to live without outside assistance since the A.E.F.’s 
paternity ceased to provide for them. The forty-two 
members of the national headquarters staff of the legion 
took the initiative in the movement by voting to adopt 
at least one, probably two and three of the 
orphans, depending upon the ultimate size of the head- 
quarters fund started for the purpose by Franklin 
D’Olier, national commander, and Lemuel Bolles, na- 
tional adjutant. With contributions still coming in this 
fund passed the total of $75, the*amount necessary to 
maintain one child for a year, on the opening day of the 
drive, and gave promise of reaching $150 or possibly $225 
within the next few days. This assures for national 
headquarters the first official adoption under the new 
plan which is being called to the attention of each of the 
more than 9,500 legion posts in all parts of the United 
States and many foreign countries. 
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CoLtonet THeatt Asks $50,000 DamaGEs. 

Col. Elisha Theall, U.S.M.C., who was run down and 
seriously injured by an automobile on Thanksgiving Day, 
1919, has filed a suit against the Emergency Fleet Cor- 
poration and Lieut. Col. E. H. Abadie, asking $50,000 
for personal damages. Colonel Abadie was formerly 
comptroller of the U.S. Shipping Board and treasurer of 
the Emergency Fleet Corporation. Colonel Theall 
charges that he was run down by an automobile of the 
Fleet Corporation operated by Colonel Abadie, and that 
he sustained a fractured skull, a broken leg and other 
injuries, including the probable impairment of his sight. 
Colonel Theall has made a remarkable recovery following 
an operation at the Johns Hopkins Hospital at Balti- 
more, but is not expected to be able to return to active 
duty for many months.
